We are very proud of our iron tank, for 
it is our town jail, and no jail is more re- 
Speeted and.feared by evil-doers. We 
don't hold out as a ‘threat over our local 
disturbers of the peace that if they don’t 
behave they will be “pit in the cooler.” 
That expression conveys no adequate idea 
of the awful fate in store for the man wha 
breaks the law.. We tell him we will “‘put 
him in the tank,”’ and if he be not men- 
tally and physically incapacitated he usua}- 
ly lights out for distant parts before the 
threat can be carried out, or gives bonds 
for his good behavior in the future. The 
story of how we acquired our treasure of 
a. jailis well worth telling. 

Waverly” W. Va. is an ofl town on the 
banks of the Ohio river, and was chiefly 
famous, before the advent of oil, for its 
native snake hunters and snuff rubbers. 
Snuff rubbing is a fine art. but its merita 
have not been appreciated by the new blood 
from the upper oil fields. They love whis- 
Ky better. Water has not been a bever- 
age in Waverly for more than two years, 
and seven fights a day was once the ayv- 
erage. 

But all is now changed. The snake hunt- 
er no longer spins his boastful yarn, while 


the accomplished snuff rubber goes his_ 


guileless way without a word provocative 
of war with the hated “oilers.””’ The “tooi- 


| jes’’ and drillems, jumpers and bums haveé 


ceased to become boisterous with alcoho: 
and quiet now reigns in the little ‘town. 
All this change has occurred since the ar- 
rival of a thirty-three-barrel fron tank. 
One night the town was fierce with fights. 
The town was “‘full’’ but not all who were 
full of whisky were full of fight. The jolly 
drunks who loved Hquor but not rowdyism 
espied the tank. It suggested an idex 
which w immediately acted upon. The 
fighters 3 corralled, and filled to over- 
flowing with the town beverage. It may 
be added that no force was necessary. 
The iron tank was then rolled out tnto 
the public square, and all was ready. A 
mighty chorus of ‘Put them in the tank!” 
rang out on the night air. The quarrel- 
some drunks were seized and hustled to 
the tank, wh2re the work of thrusting them 
through the man-hole was soon completed. 
The howling, squirming mass, of humanity 
within was deprived of any way. of escape. 
A beer keg was procured and fastened 60 


‘as to bar the entrance, while a yell of 


satisfaction went up from the crowd. 

A local artist then came with paint and 
marking brush. On the ends of the black 
tank soon appeared these inscriptions in 
white: “Town jail,” “All drunks go in 
here,”’ “Put him in the tank,’ “Jag cure,” 
“There is a hot time in the old town to- 
night,’’ while over the manhole was in- 
scribed ‘‘Main Entrance.”’ 

Fierce noises from ‘within the iron jail 
soon made it apparent that a fight -was 
in progress, and when the oval artist 
stepped up and wrote on the cylindrical side 
of the tank “Roll the tank and mix the 
fight,” the citizens quickly took the cue 
and the tank was soon on its way around 
the town, pushed by as many hands as 
could reach it, and clubbed by as many 
—* as could find space to increase the 

n. 

The noise within was deafening and the 
rolling, tumbling mass of sorry drunks 
were soon yelling ‘‘Murder!” But it 
of no avail until the crowd at last tired 
of the noise and rolled the tank back 
into position on the public square. Then 
they disbanded and went home, When the 
town had, at last, become quiet, friends 
oi the prisoners slipped out and liberated 


them. Two of the number have not been: 


seen in the town since that night. The 
others swore out assault and battery war- 
rants for more than half of the remaining 
citizens, but when the trial took place the 
local squire decided that the complainants 
had received well-merited punishment and 
indorsed the tank idea. The sufferers. from 
sore heads and twisted joints were made to 
pay the costs.

THE STEAM ENGINE.  ~ 


Does the Credit of Its Introduction 
Properly Belong to Spain? 
From Lloyd’s Weekly Newspaper. 

Various countries claim the credit of hav- 
ing made the earliest practical application 
of steam power, but, judging by tacts 
gathered from the most authentic sources. 
it was in Spain that the movement of ma- 
chinery by steam was first brought under 
public notice. At Barcelona, in the year 
1543, a mechanic named Blasco de Garay, 
after many persistent efforts, succeeded 
is impressing the Emperor  Charies 
of Austria and Spain with the value of 
mis new invention by driving ships by 
steam. The trial which took place was 
considered a success by the public, but the 
chiet of the royal cOmmissi0n—Kavago, the 
treasure Keeper of the Kingdom—for certain 
sinisier reasons persuaded the emperor that 
the discovery was of no practical vaiue, 
and so ruined the hopes of Blanco de Ga- 
ray.

Gibson has in hs possession certain affi- 
davits from responsible parties who swear 
Rev. Carey did make such statements to 
them concerning Rev. Gibson’s character. 

Rev. Gibson is pastor of the -Waltker 
Street Methodist church in this city, aud 
the members of his congregation put no 
faith whatever in the rumors that have 
been circulated. ‘I have known Mr. Gib- 
ecn for a number of years,’ said a promi- 
nent member of the church yesterday, ‘“‘and 
I am confident he is Innocent. These re- 
ports have been circulated by people who 
are his enemies and are not only false, but 
malicious.’’ :

American Rider Lives Like a Prince ata” 


Swell Hotel. 
HE HAS RIDDEN INTO FAME 


Suite of Four Apartments in the Great 
Cecil Is His Home, 


HIS SADDLE TOUCHES ONLY WINNERS 


Great Race Rider Is Wanted by Half 
the Horse Qwners in England 
at Present.

‘London, November 27.—No American ce- 
lebrity who has appeared in Lon@on in’ re- 
cent years has cut a iarger figure in the 
public eye than ““Tod’”’ Sloane, the jockey, 
who continues to pile up a phenomenal 
record of victories, often winning on dark 
horses. 

it is Sloane’s manner of living and of 
training even more than his rare tratk 
achievements which inspire comment among 
the British sporting gentry, not to mention 
the public at large. ‘ 

The ifttle jockey lives at the great Cecil 
hotel In almost the luxury of a bimetallic 
commissioner, He has chartered a suite 
of four handsome apartments, the most 
expensive in this very expensive establ.sh- 
ment, and here, surrounded by his pictures, 
his extensive outfit of trunks and the 
retinue of those faces of his friends who 
are always willing to snare the earnings 
of success, and attended by fis valet, he 
mainta:ns a style greater than is assumed 
by haif a dozen continental princes who 
are sheltered under-the same roof. | His 
desk is piling up daily this week with tele- 
grams from the most prominent horsemen 
of ingiand asking him in urgent terms 
to ride their horses for every race, so he 
finds it impossible to accept half the en- 
gagements offered him during his stay in 
England. 

Of his English experiences and his re- 
ception by British sportsmen, the American 
jockey talks most enthusiastically. He 
does not. however. indorse Pierre Loril- 
lard’s verdict that the sport is cleaner and 
more straightforward in England than in 
the United States. Smid Sloane: 

“I do not see any difference between sport 
in England and in the United States. Most 
men in both countries go in to win, while 
there are, I suppose, horsemen in both 
countries who may take advantage of tricks 
if they see their way clear to do so. To 
say that turfmen of KLngiangd are more 
honest as a class than those of America 
is a mistake. Probably Mr. Lorillard felt 
bound to say what he did because -he is 
raci in England. If he was racing in 
the United States he would probably talk 
the er way.”’ 

The complaints of Dnglish papers that 
Sloane was setting a bad example by bet- 
ting on the races, tle declared, were merely 
attempts of English sporting writers to get 
‘him into trouble because he is a for- 
eigner. . 

Sloahe’s style has been critic'sed in Eng- 
land because he leans forward on a horse 
instead of sittirig straight as do the British 
riders. He asserts he varies his style with 
each horse he rides and that he cares more 
for results than for. style. 

FinanciaHy, Sloane says America is a 
better field than England, asserting that 


jhe can make $75,000 a year at home, while 


his earnings here are not up to that figure. 

At foday’s racing of the Manchester 
meeting Mr. J. B. .Leigh’s three-year-old 
bay colt, Manxman,, by The Deemister, out 
of_Lady Blanche, ridden by Sloane, won 
the Farewell welter handicap: plate of.

Mob of Carolina Farmers Quickly Avenge 
an Ugly Murder. 


Nathan Willis Waylays a White Lad, 
Shoots Him and Hides the Body. 


Father of the Youth and His Friends 
Take the Murderer from Officers 
and Burn Him to Death. 


Southport, N. C., November 27.—(Special.) 
A white boy was brutally murdered by a 
negro man and the muraerer burned to 
death by an infuriated mob of white farm- 
ers near here last Thursday night. Dur- 
ing the fall a party of farmers have been 
mullet fishing on Cherry Grove beach, near 
Little River, South Carolina. 

On Monday, November 15th, one of the 
farmer’s boys, by the name of Stephens, 
left for his home on the Waccamaw river 
with an ox and cart, carrying a package 
of money. 


lowing Friday, but found nothing had been 
heard of his son since he had left the 
beach, his mother supposing the boy was 
still with his father. A party was imme- 
diately organized and the woods were 
searched. On November 29a the boy’s body 
was found in the woods full of shot and 
covered with boughs and pine straw, about 
ten miles from the beach and eight miley 
from Little River, S. C. 

It was learned that a negro man named 
Nathan Willis had borroWed a gun and 
left the beach shortly after Stephens’s son 
had departed for his home. A posse was 
organized by the sheriff and Willis was 
traced about thirty miles to Town Creek, 
N. C., where he was found on last Wednes:- 
day, having in his possession Stephens’s 
ox, cart, clothes and hat full of shotholes. 
He was carried by the sheriff and posse 
back on Thanksgiving day into South Car- 
olina. ‘ 

Reports came in today that Willis was 
taken from the sheriff on Thursday night 
by a mob of infuriated farmers and carried 
off into the woods, where he was chained 
between two box-faced pine trees. Light- 
wood was piled around him and he was 
burned to death. The place is so far in 
the country that further details could not 
bé learned. 

The Story Is Denied. 

Columbia, 8. C., November 27.—A dispatch 
to The State from Conway today, says: 

“Nathan Willis, of Brunswick county, 
North Carolina, the negro who murdered 
young Stephens, near Star Bluff; this coun- 
ty, was arrested at his home by G. J.

of court.” 


BOB KENT DEMANDED THE GIRL. 


Notorious Character Makes Trouble at 
Macon’s Home of the Friendless. 


Macon, Ga., November 27.—(Special.)—Bob 
Kent, a young white man, caused a great 
disturbance at the home of the friendless 
in this city tonight by persistently demand- 
ing that a young woman, an inmate there 
with whom he is in love, be given him. 

It was necessary to call a policeman, and 
when Lieutenant Bryan appeared Kent re- 
sisted interference to the extent of waging 
an attack upon the officer, who, in order 
to defend himself, drew hig revolver and 
fired at Kent while the latter ran away. 

The Home for the Friendless is being 
guarded by two or three officers, and others 
have gone in pursuit of Kent, 

Bob Kent is a notorious character. The 
girl about whom he raised a row tonight 
was formerly a nurse at the state lunatic 
asylum while Kent was there as an inmate. 
Kent was not crazy, but had been adjudg- 
ed so on trial for some offense and was 
playing the role of a criminal at the asylum 
better than that of a lunatic. He ran 
away from the asylum and came to Macon, 
his.former home, and brought with him the 
young girl who is now at the Home for the 
Friendless. They were arrested on the 
charge of loitering in the cemetery here 
soon after their arrival in Macon, but were 
released, the girl going to the Door of 
Hope, a home of refuge for fallen women. 

Afterwards Kent was sent to the chain- 
gang for some offense and recently an ef- 
fort was made to have him adjudged in- 
sane again. his effort on the part of his 
friends failed and he served out his term.

Bowdish shot his nineéyear-old daughter 
last night, fatally injuring her, and killed 
himself. The tragedy was not discovered 
until this morning. 

According to the little girl, her father 
awakened her during the night, kissed her 
and asked her where her heart was. He 
felt about her breast and locating the 
girl’s heart, he drew a-revolver and shot. 
Again he fired. the ball this time pene- 
trating the child’s right side. 

After this he located his own heart and 
shot himself dead. Bowdish was hardup 
and discouraged, but no other reason for 
the crime is known. :

CONCERNING CATHOLIC SCHOGL TEACHERS 


The Grand Jury Went Off Half Cocked 
and Are Laughed at for Their 
: Pains. : 


Macon, Ga., November 27.—(Special.)— 
There came near being a race war precip)- 
tated in Macon tonight. Policeman 
John Galloway attempted to quiet 
Bob Thomas, a negro, at the city 
market, in a bo'‘sterous crowd of three or 
four hundred jabbering darkies, who were 
trading at the booths there. The negro 
was half drunk, and refused to cease his 
disorderly conduct, defying arrest. Officer 
Callaway grabbed him in the waist of his 
trousers, and the negro drew a huge knife 
and began a flerce attack upon the police- 
man, making five bloody wounds about 
the head. The officer drew his revolver 


and shot the negro three times in the body. 
Meanwhile dozens of other darkies gath- 
ered about in a threatening manner, swear- 
ing like troopers, and closing in upon the 
officer, who would undoubtedly have been 
killed had not the firemen from an engine 
house near by dashed ‘upon the scene and 
took a hand in quieting the mob. One or 
two of the negroes were arrested. Bob 
Thomas, the negro who was shot by the 
officer, was taken to the hospital. He will 
die. Policeman Callaway’s wounds were 
dressed, and he was sent home. A very 
serious disturbance was averted. 
Row Over the Catholic School. 


As predicted in The Constitution's dis- 
patches from Macon yesterday, the grand 
jury’s report on the management of the 
Catholic school of Macon has precipitated 
a row. 

Today Colonel Robert Nisbet and Profes- 
sor Abbott, superintendent of the schools, 
made statements declaring that the grana 
jury went off half-cocked, or words to that 
effect, in reporting that a requisite to pro- 
cure a teacher’s place in one of the city 
schools was that the applicant should be 
of the Roman Catholic faith. The grana 
jury made this charge, and went further tu 
say that the members of that body could 
never approve the payment of teachers se- 
lected in this way. They took the grouna 
that the question of religion should never 
enter into the selection of teachers for the 
schools. 

Colonel Nisbet, president of the board o} 
education, declared that the grand jury did 
not take pains to investigate the matter 
before making such a statement. He 
says that the teachers at the “so-called” 
Catholic school are neyer chosen with a 
view to getting Catholics in charge of the 
classes and grades. On the contrary he 
states that the teachers now at work in 
this school are of all religious denomina- 
tions. Professor Abbott, superintendent 
of the schools, makes a similar statement, 
and declares that while there are two Ro- 
man Catholic sister holding teachcr’s 
places in this particular school, it is not 
the rule of the management to select the 
teachers because they are Catholics. 

There are many other prominent citizens 
of Macon who go one step further than 
this, and say that they see no proper ob- 
jection to *the plan of selecting Catholic 
teachers for this school, even if this shoulé 
be the rule by which the mamagement pro- 
ceeds with the election of teachers. These 
citizens declare that the Catholics of Macon 
are entitled to some such concession. They 
are among the best citizens of the town, 
and several of them are among the largest 
taxpayers in the county. ‘They have al- 
ways been among the most loyal and must 
public-spirited citizens of Macon. 

The general opinion is that the grand 
jury has made much ado about nothing. 


New Y. M. C. A. Building. 


There was a meeting of the board of di- 
rectors of the Macon Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association held last night for the 
purpose of furthering the movement look- 
ing to the erection of a new building for 
the association in this city. 

There was a full attendance, and the mat- 
tes was discussed in all of its varied 
phases. The special committee appointed 
at a previous meeting, consisting of T.. J. 
Cc. Park, W. P. Callaway, R. L. Anderson, 
W. B. Dunwody and C. Il. Stacy, made a 
report as to the best methods of raising 
the funds necessary. It is believed that by 
making a canvass of the city for several 
days the amount zecessary for the con- 
struction of the 1#:w building for the as- 
sociation can be r2ised.

It is difficult to apportion the blame for 
rv state of affairs. That the French ini- 
area the system of raiding the contested 

ory in west Africa is indisputable; 
but the colonia] Columbus, as Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt, the liberal leader, has 
nicknamed Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, the 
Secretary of state for the colonies, has 
made a serious false step in following suit. 
If a diplomatic protest on the subject had 
been promptly lodged in Paris and vigo- 
rously pushed, the whole question would 
probably have been amicably settled by this 
time. But instead of this, the French have 
been permitted to boldly invade the limits 
of the British Lagos territory, fight the 
natives and occupy towns so they might 
more easily reach and occupy the Say-Bous- 
sa-Nikki triangle which is the subject of 
the dispute. So far as known, the marquis 
of Salisbury has not asked for reparation 
or even for explanations and the whole 
story appears to be incredible. If the mar 
quis of Salisbury and Mr. Chamberlain have 
& settled policy regarding west Africa, 
they have failed to make it known and all 
they seem to be doing at present is to im- 
press the French with the fact of Great 
Britain’s unlimited ‘“‘squeezabiility.’’ 

The present situation is fraught with per- 
jlous humiliation and the loss of the little 
self-respect the tory ministry has left. For 
this the country and press, even the con- 
servative newspapers, are demanding repri- 
sals by the reseizure, for instance, of the 
town of Boussa, lately seized by the French, 
though believed to be wnmistakably within 
the British sphere, and by the breaking off 
of the negotiations in Paris until fie acts 
of the Dahomey officials are formally disa- 
vowed. 

In the meanwhile, another batch of elghty 
British officers and non-eommissioned ofii 
cers sails from Liverpoo] today for Lagos, 
on the west coast of Africa, ancompanied 
by a battery of six twelve-pounder Maxim- 
Nordenfeldt-heawitzers specially supplied by 
the colonial office without consultation with 
the war office. 

It is computed that when the forces in 
process of being dispatched are joined to 
the treops already there, Great Britain will 
have 20 officers and non-commissioned of- 
ticers and 4,000 troops in west Africa, 

Commenting upon this fact, the seml- 
official ‘temps, of Paris, says: 

“ine briush troops will ve réceived by 
our .t.roups, who aie aiready de facto li 
possession and who propose to remain suv 
until tne pending negotiauons ere settled 
by eqQuilame CuimMpecnusalions, legitimately 
snareu vy trance and Muglanud, Until thea 
We side OL swerve.” 

If this means anything, it means that 
France intends to extract further “grace- 
ful concessions” trom the marquis of Salis- 
bury similar to those in eonneciioa with 
Siam, ‘unis and Madagaswear. 

D. C. Murray, the novelist, is proposing 
a national subseription to erect in Londo 
a statue of honor to George Washingion. 
Messrs. Bayard and Hay have both ap- 
proved the scheme. 

The Daily Chronicle, however, questions 
whether the statue might not resuil in an 
elioitterment of relawous. 

The engineering conference apparently 
bodes ill to trades unionism. The essence 
of the provisional agreement is that the 
masters’ union (Employers’ Federation) is 
to be free to introduce into any of the 
federation’s workshops the conditions ex- 
isting in any other workshop, without ref- 
erence to the wishes of the trades’ unions, 
The employers have in mind the system of 
piecework, in which the unions have no 
voice, prevailing in certain workshops, and 
it is the right to substitute individual 
agreements for collective bargains which 
the masters are asking the unions to sign 
away. If this is accomplished, it involves 
such vital changes in the methods upon 
which industry has hitherto been conduct- 
ed as to menace every trades union in the 
country. Indeed, the situation is regarded 
as being so critical that there is talk of 
summoning a national convention of repre- 
sentatives of all organized labor to discuss 
the matter. 

The cotton trade crisis, which it was 
hoped has passed, is again fo the fore. 
The operatives have consented to arbitrate 
tion based on the state of trade since No- 
vember Ist, but the employers desire to 
make the period from September 22d to the 
end of the year. The operatives have prac- 
tically unanimously rejected this proposi- 
tion and their vote will be commnnicated 
to the employers on Monday, when they 
must either adopt the views of the men 
or precipitate a lockout. 5

Show Will Be Held os the Niagara, 
Where the “Griffon” Was Built.

Visitors Inform the President That

Washington, November 27.—A delegation 
representing the officers and directors of 
the Pan-American Exposition Company. 
called upon the president today. and laid 
before him the plan of the exposition 
which is to be held at LaSalle on the Niag- 
ara. river, in the summer of 1899. 

The location of the éxposition is historic, 
being the site where Chevalier de LaSalle 
constructed the “Griffon,” the first vessel 
to sail the great lakes, and in which he 
made his famous eXplordtion of the north- 
west territory. It was stated to the presi- 
dent that the chief object of the exposi- 
tion Was to promote the export trade of the 
United States on longitudinal lines and sup- 
plement the work that has been done by 
the government within the last ten years 
through the international American con- 
ference, the reciprocity treaties, the bureau 
of American republics, the Manufacturers’ 
Association and similar enterprises. 

The final arrangements for the exposi- | 
tion have been completed and the work 
will be commenced immediately. There 
will be eight large buildings devoted to the 
eight groups into which the exhibits will 
be divided. The classification will follow 
the same lines as at the Paris exposition 
of 1889 and the world’s fair of 1893. 

It is intended to be purely an American 
exposition. While exhibits from European 
countries. will. not be declined, provided 
they conform to the classification, no for- 
mal invitation will be sent to any govern- 
ment outside the American hemisphere. 
It is expected Canada, Mexico, Central 
America, South America and the West In- 
dia colonies will be represented by larger 
displays, illustrating their natural resources 
and industries, than have ever heretofore 
been made. 

Formal! invitations will be forwarded to 
the governments of the other American re- 
publics and colonies as soon as they can 
be prepared and commissioners will be ap~ 
pointed to convey and present them to the 
proper officials. 

Presidant McKinley expressed decided 
interest in the plans for the exposition as 
they were described to him. He said he 
appreciated tts importance and would co- 
operate in every way possible to promote 
its success. He will send a special méssage 
to congress on this subject shortly after 
the opening of the next session.

Procrastination. 


WANTS TO SHIFT THE DEBT 


Rumor in Honolulu That United States 
_ Advises the Payment at Once. 


STATEMENT IS DENIED IN WASHINGTON 


Relations Between Mikado and Presi- 
dent Dole Are by No Means 
the Pleasantest. 


Honolulu, November 20, via San Francis- 
co, November 27.—Advices received today 
from Japan state that no progress had 
been made in the negotiations about the 
emigrant affair, owing to the fact that 
Hawali sticks invariably to the policy of 
procrastination in the hope, it is claimed, 
of transferring the responsibility of paying 
the compensation to the United States, 
but not affecting the proposed annexation. 

At this juncture another difficulty has 
sprung up. A certain emigrant company 
in Honolulu has unlawfully appropriated 
the deposit money of the emigrants and 
Minister Shimamura attempted to bring 
the matter before the tribunal. The com- 
pany, greatly astonished at the attitude 
of the minister, threatened to show all the 
weak points of the Japanese government 
in the question at issue, while the Japa- 
nese minister declares he will carry out 
his plans to the bitter end. Under these 
circumstances the current trouble is at 
present in a state of chaos. 

While matters stand this way in Hawail, 
the relations of Japan with the United 
States have become more friendly and the 
latter is inclined to advise the Hawaiian 
government to pay the, indemnity to Ja- 
pan if it really desires annexation to the 
United States. Instructions were dispatched 
to Minister Willis, of this place. 

It Is Deniei in Washington. 

Washington, November 27.—The officials 
here know nothing of any intention on the 
part of our government to advise Hawaii 
to pay immediately to Japan, without wait- 
ing on an arbitration, the sum of money 
claimed by Japan on account of the turning 
back from Honolulu of Japanese laborers 
last spring.

Hawaii is 
anxious to present a clean elate to the 
United States, but she cannot, of course, 
allow her concern in that direction to lure 
her into making concessions regarding Jap- 
anese immigration in case the annexation 
treaty should fail.” 

Mr. Hatch added that he had no knowl- 
edge of any purpose on the part of the 
United States to interfere in the Hawaiian- 
Japanese dispute, and he expressed the 
opinion that he would be in possession 
of that information if such a course had 
been decided upon. 

“Until annexation is accomplished,” he 
said, “Hawaii must pursue her course as 
an independent nation, and it is not proba-

‘President Atkinson and Attorney Brandon 
Hot After the Investigators, 


COLLIER DEFENDS HIS APPOINTEES 


Lively Scrimmage Marks the Opening 
of the Electric Light Investiga- 
tion—Messrs. Inman and 
Collier Reply to the 
Light Men. 


The Georgia Electric Light Company has 

attacked the personnel of the special coun- 
ci] committee appointed by Mayor Collier 
to investigate the questivn of municipal 
ownership of an electric light plant. 
.The company has entered a  ~»protest 
against the committee as constituted mak- 
ing the investigation on the ground that 
the members of the committee have ex- 
pressed opinions favoring municipal own- 
ership and are, therefore, not impartial 
men. 

The company makes an especial objec- 
tion to one member of the committee, Mr. 
George H. Wade, the electrician, and the 
company’s officers assert that he is an 
unfair committeeman, because of his an- 
tagonism to the company. 

This unexpected move by the company, 
made at the meeting of the committee yes- 
terday morning, struck the committee as 
an unwarranted attack and for a time the 


discussion of the matter waxed warm. The. 


jcommitteemen enter a denial that they are 
| partial and they declare they are ready to 
‘ave the question before them fair and full 
consideration. 

So pointed a turn did the discussion take 
and so direct was the criticism of the 
personnel of the committee that Mayor 
Collier arose and in his forcible manner de- 
fended the committee, and himself as its 
creator. He said the committee was se- 
‘lected for its especia] fitness and ability 
,and@ he had every confidence that the gen- 
| tlemen composing the committee would 
treat the Georgia Electric Light Company 
fairly.

Mr. Atkinson Enters a Protest. 


Mr. Atkinson started the somewhat per- 


sonal discussion anfl his criticism of the | 


committee brought Mr. Hugh Inman to his 
feet to reply. Mr. Atkinson said: 


“This whole thing was brought about lca demonstrate to an impartial committee 


by an interview which eppeared in the pa- 
per as coming from Mr, Inman. It came 
owt just as I was about to leave the city, 
and I prepared some remarks in reply to 
Mr. Inman’s. I reqvwsted the mayor to 
appoint an impartial committee to hold 
public hearings to investigate the questiot.. 
I left the city feeling certain that would 
be done, but when I got to Boston and 
learned the names of the committee he had 
selected, I was, to say the least, astounded. 

“One of the members of the committee is 
a man who was formerly empioyed in con- 
nection with the property, who has made 
himself an open enemy, which can be 
proved. We feel that In justice to ourselves 
we must enter protest against this kind 
of a committee... We do not know that it 
will have any effect, but we want to enter 
it now, and are perfectly willing for dn 
investigation and are willing to go on under 
the circumstances, but we think it ought 
to be thoroughly understood that we feel 
that this committee is against us.”’ 

Mr. Hugh Inman’s Reply. 

Mr. Inman replied to Mr. Atkinson in 
a lively fashi@qn. The discussion had be- 
come very interesting at this stage of the 
proceedings. Mr, Inman said: 

“I think Mr. Atkinson stands on the 
wrong ground entirely. He takes the 
ground that. this is a fight between the 
electric ght company and the city. So far 
as the city fighting him or his company is 
concerned, which he seems to think is the 
case, I think he ought to get that out of 
his mind. He has made an illustration 
which puts me very much in mind of a 
man who has been in a public office until 
he thinks that it is his office. Mr. Peters 
used to say that he had a farm and he 
would put a new man on it, and the next 
time h@ would go to his farm, the man 
would say those pigs of yours, and the 
next time, those pigs of ours, and the next 
time those pigs of mine. 

“The streets of Atlanta do not belong to 
Mr. Atkinson nor his company. 

“What we want to discuss is the public 
interest. He seems to think it is a personal 
matter altogether. I contend myself that 
the city can own her efectric light plant 
and save money by the investment. It is 
true that we have not got the money to 
build a plant, but that is a question for fur- 
ther cons.deration. Iam satisfied fr_m what 
investigation I have made, and that has 
not been much, that the city could build a 
plant within $300,000, and that I have men- 
tioned in an interview. I am gatisfied as 
to that; but what it would cost to manage 
it after it- was buiit, I am not in a posi- 
tion to kncw. What I want to cay mainly, 
thovgh, is for Mr. Atkinsun not to taink 
that we are jumping on him as a personal 
matter.’’ 


Attorney Branion’s Remarks. 

Mr. Brandon then reviewed the position 
of the company. He said his company did 
not expect the committee to change its 
preconceived opmion. 

“As Mr. Atkingon has explained,” sa‘d 
Mr. Brandon, “an interview with Mr. 
Inman appeared a short time ago on the 
editorial page of one of the papers here, 
in a very conspicuous place, in which he 
advocated that the city should own and 
operate its own electric light plant. In 
that same interview he mentioned the 
Georg:a Electric Light Company as getting 
$80,000 a year for lighting the streets. He 
afterwards, as I remember it, advocated, 
or at least made the statement, that it 
would be a good plan to build an electric 
light plan at the watérworks’Station. Now;

He is 
a citizen here, and esks an impartial hear- 
ing. A great many stockholders of the 


Georgia Electric Light Company are citi- } 


zens here. I own some stock in it myself. 
We have no fuss to raise with this com- 
mittee, however. When the committee was 
appointed Mr. Atkinson was away, and 
there was no one to represent the Geor- 
gia Electric Light Company. I am iw 
attorney, and so I went to’see the honora- 
ble mayor and told him that a majority 
of the committee had already expressed an 
opinion in favor of mumicipal ownership} 
that such men would not be competent ju- 
rors and hence such a committee was an 
unfair one. No changes were made. We 
are perfectly willing, however, to give the 
committee all the aid and facts we can, but 
we want it understood that we are familiar 
with the fact that a majority of the com- 
mittee has expressed an opinion against us 
and that we do not expect such positive 
men to reverse their positions.”’ 

The members of the committee sa!d that 
any opinion they had expressed was based 
on the proposition that municipal owner- 
ship would save the city money. If it did 
not save the city money, they would not 
favor it. 

Mr. Brandon continued: 

“We expect to aid the committee all we 
possibly can—to give you all the light that 
we can. Such men as are on this commit- 
tee are not likely to change their views. 
We do not mean to impugn their motives 
at all. As I have stated, the only purpose 
of this talk is to get understood the 
exact position we bear to this question. 
The Georgia Electric Light Company does 
not own the streets and it has never at- 
tempted to do this city any harm. It has 
a large sum invested, on which it pays 
taxes. During the panic of 1893, when the 
city was so badly in need of money, and 
when it could rot gett it elsewhere, the 
Georgia Blectric Light Company stepped 
forward and furnished it money. The 
Georgia Electric Light Company is a friend- 
ly institution, put here for the purpose of 
upbuilding Atlanta, and we think it de- 
serves fair play and fair treatment. 

“I told Mayor Collier, after the commit- 
tee was appointed, that the expert who was 
on the comm.tee, according to my informa- 
tion, was a personal enemy of Mr. Atkinson; 
that I had heard he had said he ‘had it in’ 
for the Georgia Electric Light Company; 
so there is at least one man on the com- 
mittee that seems to Wave some feeling 
against our side of it.”’ 

Mayor Collier Takes a Hand. 

Mayor Coilier then took a hand in the 
discussion and he explained his position 
forcibly, assuming responsibility for the 
personnel of the committee and defending 
the committee and himself from the cr.t- 
ic'sm wh:ch had been made, 

“I wouid like to make a statement :n 
reference to some criticism that has been 
made in reference to the composition of 
this committee,’’ said Mr. Coilier, “As 
l understood the object of a resolution un- 
der which this committee was appo.nted 
was to ascertain by a thorough invest.ga- 
tion whether or not the city of Atlanta 
could own and operate an electr.c iight 
plant more economically than she could 
to have her lights furnisned, and that 
without regard to the ownership of an 
electric light plant by the city or by any 
one else. I take it for granted that almost 


any man who keeps avreast of the times | 


has some idea about th.s question OF imu- 
nicipal ownership. That resoiul.on caiied 
upon the Muayor to appoint the comar- 
tee, and upon that conimittee, as required 
by the resolut.ons, four members IvOMm t... 
general council, three of whom were ;aem- 
bers from the electric light committee 
and were supposed to have some informa- 
tion in reference to electric light matters. 
Under all precedents and customs Mr. 
Hirsch was made chairmar of the comm.t- 
tee, he having introduce? the resolution. 

‘The citizens who were put on there, 
Mr. Inman, Mr. Wilkins and Mr, Wade, 
were put there because I believed they 
were proper men to be there, I feit that 
they ought to be put there because their 
judgment was good. 1 was satisfied that 
Mr. Inman’s views were good. and that 
if he was satisfied that it was not a good 
business propos.tion, he was not afraid to 
say so. i pat Mr. Wilkins there because 
he was a practical man and who under- 
stands the question of building. I put Mr. 
Wade there because I believed (and I be- 
lieve everybody will agree with me) that 
there ought to be some one on there who 
had some expert knowledge of electricity. 
I had no suspicion that Mr. Wade had 
any bas against the electric light com- 
pany or against its offictals. When the 
matter was brought to my attent‘on | sent 
for Wade and had a talk with him and 
he disclaimed any feeling whatever in the 
matter. I did not want it to appear that 
I had appointed a committee that had pre- 
judged this matter, and I made the expla- 
nation fully to Mr. Atk!nson on that line. 
I thought that from the way he talked 
it was satisfactory to him. I have heurd 
since that conversation that he has said 
it was an outrage n appointing that com- 
mittee. All I have to say is I am willing 
now and henceforth to assume the entire 
responsibility for the personnel of that 
committee. I want to say further .hat I 
think Mr. Atkinson and the Georgia Elec- 
tric Light Company are making a mistake 
in placing themselves in opposift’on io ins 
investigation, which has in view one ob- 
ject, and that is to determine whether 
the city of Atlanta can operate its own 
plant and light the cit¥ more econom!- 
cally than it can. be done by a private 
corporation If it can be done, I hupe for 
them to establish the plant. If it vannot 
then let this company furnish 
them. 

“I have heard no intimation on the part 
of anybody to interfere with the contract 
that the Georgia Electric Light Company 
has. While it may not be strictly a legal 
contract, I believe the present counc!] and 
subsequent councils will in good faith car- 
ry out that contract. I think that any 
corporat on that attempts to put itself in 
the way of an investigation does itself a 
gross injustice. 

“I believe that this committee ought to 
go into this matter with the purpose of 
dicing absolute justice tod the Georgia Elec- 
tric Light Company, and at the same time, 
without i or favor, sinone token to 
counc 1 what, in their business judg.oent, 
is the proper thing for the city of Atlanta 
to do.” ? | 

Mr. Atkinson Answers the Mayor. 

Mr. Atkinson said: 

“Tt would like to say in reference to Mr. 
Collier’s remarks of this corporation put- 
ting itself in the way of an invest*gation 
of this kind, that this committee was ap- 
pointed at my suggestion, on my regvest, 
and also that I have invarfably and at all 
times during the seven years that we have 
been furnishing these lights repeatedly 
requested that there should be full inves- 
tigations and full discussions. We actual- 
ly tendered our books to the committee, 
and asked that an examination be made 
by @n expert accountant. To say we are 
putting ourselves in the way of this in- 
vestigation, is a total mistzke and error. 

That we want is to have the investigation 
full and impartial, and we are merely stat- 
ing these things with reference to tne 
committee because they are facts and we 
want it known that that is so. 

“IT do not know that Mr. Wade will do 
any harm, and have not any hard feeling 
against him, but have aided and assisted 
him, and spoken well of him s‘nce he left 
this company. We want the fullest kind 
of an investigation, and if you can prove 
that this city can save money in furnish-

Stormy Session of the Senate Is.

SCORE OF RESOLUTIONS READY 


MasoN Believes That the Time Is Alpe 
for Action, 


MILLS FOR IMMEDIATE RECOGHITION 


Gallinger and Teller Are of the Same 
Mind—The Latter Calls It the 
Cruelest and Wickedest War 
Waged in Iast Hun- 
dred: Years. 


New York, November 28.—The World says 
that dispatches received from many leading 
members of the United Stattes sena'te indi- 
cate stormy times over Cuba as soon as the 
senate meets a week from tomorrow. 

Nearly a score of senators are reputed 
to have already writiten resolutions favor- 
ing either intervention by the United States 
or immediate recogn‘tion of the Cuban bel- 
ligerency. 
i MASON. 

Senator “iliiam E. Mason, 
says: 

“I am a republican and I believe in carry- 
We 
promised to interfere, to stop the war, and 
to give independence to Cuba. Anything 
less than that is worse than bad fa'th on 
our part. I shall vote for a “resolution 
for interference if I get a chance. I do 
not know what position the president will 
take and cannot tell what effect it would 
have on congress, as there are still a good 
many postoffices under constderation. I 
predict that four-fifths of the gentlemen 
who are candidates for re-election to con- 
gress will vote for the resolution which 
passed the senate, if they are permitted 
to vote at all on the question.”’ 

MILLS. 

Senator Rog... Q. Mills, of Texas, says: 

“Congress owes it to civilization to rec- 
ognize the independence of Cuba. We 
have aided Spain in maintaining uncivilized 
rule for more than a century; we have 
prevented other nations from freeing Cuba, 
and the time has come when we should 
intervene in Cuba's behalf. But I believe 
there will not be any decided action taken 
by congress, because I anticipate that the 
pres'dent will recommend a conservative 
course. I favor immediate intervention. In 
the event that the president commends non- 
interference, I do not know what effect it 
will have upon the house with Speaker 
Reed in control, but I do not think it will 
have much influence with the senate.” 

GALLINGER. 

Senator Jacob Gallinger, of New Hamp- 
shire, says: “I favor giving Cuba the 
rights of belligerency, but I will not intro- 
duce any resolution. My impression is that 
the senate will act on its own responsibil- 
i digs

TELLER. 

Senator Henry M. Teller, of Colorado, 
says: ‘‘ We in the senate have done al: 
that is necessary. We have passed a res- 
olution granting belligerent rights to the 
Cubans. I do not say: we have done ah 
we should do, but we have done all we can 
do. Our resolution presented the last ses- 
sion is now before the house, and I believe 
tiie house would pass it by an overwhelm- 
ing majority if it got a chance to do so, 
Hut I do not suppose they will get a chance 
to vote for it. : 

“I believe the administration is against i 
now, but, of course, I do not know whai 
may be done hereafter. I think that itr 
the house would pass that resolution grant- 
img the Cubans belligerent rights, the whole 
controversy would soon be over. I con- 
sider our treatment of the Cuban question 
cowardly and the meanest thing we have 
done in years. That there is a state of 
war in Cuba no one doubts or denies. Thar 
entitles the Cubans to the recognition of 
belligerency. It is not a question of law, 
but of fact. 

“Th’s is the cruelest and wickedest war 
that has ever been waged anywhere in the 
last hundred years. Talk about the war 
in Turkey—there is no comparison. It is a 
more wicked war than the one which 
Stirred all Europe by its barbarities in 1826 
between the Greeks and the Turks. : 

“I believe that recognition of belligerency 
would accomplish everything that is need- 
ed. I should have no hesitation myself, 
however, in voting for acknowledging the 
independence of Cuba.” 


McENERY. : 
Senator 8. D. McEnery, of Louisiana, 


says: “I favor the speedy passage of the | 


senate resolution recognizing the helligerent 
rights of the Cubans. 

“Unless the administration of affairs in 
Cuba improves in the immediate future I 
will advocate intervention on the part of 
the national government tn the interests of 
humanity and also directly tn the interest 
of the people of the United States whose 
social and political order have been dis- 
turbed by the fre@uent revolutions in 
Cuba.’’ 


KENNY. 

Senator R. R. Kenny, of Delaware, says: 
“I shall favor such action as will most 
speedily end the war and make Cuba free. 
Should the president recommend non-in- 
terference, in my judgmént, it would. not 
Stay action in the genate favorable to Cu- 
ban independence.”’

Senator Lee Mantle, of i4uvntana, says:

At 
every opportunity I have voted for all 
measures looking to the recognition of 
Cuban tndependence and shall continue to 
do so. 

I would 
send a United States man-of-war to the 
harbor of Havana to guarantee the rights 
of American c'tizens and to compel due 
respect for the American flag on 4!] oe- 
casions.’’ 


MOVEMENT 


OF INSURGENTS. 


They Enter Towns and Obtain Provi- 
sions—Other Cubans News. 

Havana. via Key West, November 27.— 
On the night of November 23d a band of 
insurgents entered the town of Santa Ma- 
ria del Rosario, Havana province, and un- 
der cover of darkness remained three hours 
during which time ‘they plundered one 
store. At sunrise the.invaders retired ana 
took up a position upon the neighboring 
heights. A sergeant of the garrison ana 
twelve privates while reconnoitering came 
upon the enemy and were met with a vol- 
ley of musketry, resulting in the loss ol 
the sergeant and three privates, who were 
wounded. 

A portion of the insurgent column com 
manded by Colonel Gayo led by Captair 
Blanco, recently raided Paso Viejo, a su 
burb of Pinar del Rio city. Favored by 
the darkness of the night the raiders suc- 
ceeded in passing the guards and entering 
the place, where they sacked three stores. 
They retired at 4 o’clock in the morning, 
taking with them cosiderable booty. The 
official account of the affair says that Ra- 
mon Velasquez, his wife and their two- 
months-old babe were matcheted by the 
insurgents, and that they also killed Car- 
los Arango, who had acted as guide for 
the Spanish general, Godor. 

Preparations were recently begun upon 
the plantation India, belonging to Casuoso 
Bros., at Duran, Havana province, for the 
grinding of sugar cane. “While the hands 
were hauling some machinery, several dy- 
namite bombs placed along the way over 
which the goods were to be transporiea 
exploded, wrecking the machinery. 

The scheme of autonomy for the islana 
is looked upon with favor by some of the 
Cuban autonomists, though by many it is 
argued that the 35 per cent margin of pro- 


tection to Spanish products should be re-— 


duced to 10 per cent in accordance with the 
views of the autonomist party. Several of 
the leaders of the party, however. declare 
that the new policy of the government wil 
result in great difficulty for the inhabitants 
of the istand, and may ruin Cuba, which 
would be unable to pay its part of the pub- 
lic debt and the war and navy expenses. 
When peace is restored, it will be impos- 
sible, they declare, to establish new taxes, 
and it is believed that a new public loan 
will have to be floated, as the treasury ts 
in debt to the extent of $60,000,000. 


GENERAL LEE HELPS THE POOR. 


Consul Informs Sherman That There 
Are Destitute Americans in Cuba. 


Washington, November 27.—Consul Gener- 
al Lee “has made a report to the secretary 
of state in which he says there are 1,605 
American citizens in Cub& dependent upon 
charitable assistance. They have partly 
been provided for out of the $50,000 ap- 
propriated by congress. 

General Lee says that in making provi- 
sion for the relief of these citizens more 
than $1,500 a week must be expended. He 
has drawn $25,000 of the sum appropriated, 
of which two drafts for $5,000 each were 
drawn this month. . He expresses the opin- 
ion that a considerable time must elapse 
before the indigents will be self-sustain 
ing. 

In consequence of the widespread destitu- 
tion among the people who have Veen con- 
centrated at certain points in Cuba, the 
governor general of the island has in- 
formed Consul General Lee that United 
States citizens who desire to send supplies 
to the poor and needy in Cuba should sena 
them to the Catholic bishops nearest the 
point of collection, and these prelates would 
in turn consign whatever might be sent to 
the bishops of the island at Havana ana 
Santiago de Cuba for distribution. 

He also informed Consul.General Lee that 
the Madrid government alone has power tu 
remit duties on supplies that may be sent 
in, t is suggested the quickest and prob- 
ably the most practicable method of ren- 
derng aid to the sorely distressed whose 
lamentable condition appeals to all charit- 
ably inclined people for aid, is by sendihg 
money rather than supplies. 


INDEPENDENCE OR DEATH. 


Tomas Estrada Palma Says Proposition 
Will Receive No Consideration. 
New York, November 27.—Tomas Esrtada 
Palma. the Cuban delegate in this city, 
sveaking today on the terms of the autono- 
my decrees, said:

LAURADA DO KLONDIKE TRADE. 


Famous Vessel, Charged with Filibus- 
tering, Has Been Released. 

Wilmington, Del, November 27.—The 
steamer Laurada, which has been held by 
the United States government on the 
charges that she had carried a filibustering 
expedition to Cuba, was released today. 

This step war taken by the government 
after United States Senator Gray, counse! 
for the owners of the vessel, had entered 
a bond of $4,000 and paid $2,500 to cover the 
costs.

COME TO AMERICA 


Dr. Agramonte and Jose Sains Released 
from Moro Castle. 


WERE CONFINED TWO YEARS 


Tell of the Hardships They Were Made 
To Undergo. 


CALLER OUT SEVERAL TIMES TO BE-SHOT 


eee 


Still Ten Cubans in Moro Castle—One 
Is General Corona, Sixty-Five 
Years of Age. 


New York, November 27.—On board the 
Ward line steamer Tantiago, which ar- 
rived today from the south side Cuban 
ports, were Dr. Frank Agramonte and 
Jose Sains, who were recently liberated 
from the Moro prison, Santiago de Cuba, 
where they had been confined for two 
years, seven months and one day. 

On fifteen different occasions they were 
called out to be shot, but in each case were 
reprieved. Agramonte belonged to the first 
so-called filibustering expedition that set 
foot on. Cuban soil. Leaving Port Limon, 
Costa Rica, with General Maceo, he reached 
Cuba on April 2, 189. Ten days later he 
was taken prisoner in the field. Both men 
say they were brutally treated by the gov- 
ernor of the prison, that their fare was of 
the poorest kind, and that they were liter- 
ally starved. 

Dr. Agramonte said many Spanish officers 
had admitted to him that their cause was 
hopeless—completely lost. He said the 
hardships he had undergone since leaving 
this city, February 28, 1897, were simply 
indescribable. The men in the expedition 
he described as of fine physique. The ex- 
pedition cost the least and had the most 
brilliant results. He arrived at Costa Rica 
March 25th, and the other cxpedition start- 
ed from Port Limon with General Maceo 
and his band on March 30th of that year. 
In the party, besides Generals Antonio 
Maceo and Jose Maceo,. were Generals 
Cebreco and Flor Crombe. They reached 


Duava, Cuba, in a storm and during a high | 


tide. The surf was unusually rough, and 
the tide floated their vessel on the coast. 
That is the way the party landed at Duava. 
With rifles in hand, they jumped ashore 
and ran to dry ground. This was on April 
2d. Twelve days later Agramonte was cap- 
tured at Guantanamo. 

Up to this time there had been four 
fights, in the first of which one Spaniard 
was killed and ten wounded. The guide 
had betrayed them after receiving 
$25 for his services. General Crombe 
died April 22, 1895. After his capture Dr. 
Agramonte was taken to Felicadad. Here 
the prisoners were brutally treated. Orders 
were given that at the first appearance of 
the enemy, the heads of the prisoners 
should be cut off. 

They were then taken to the Moro Castle 
prison, at Santiago de Cuba. There are 
still ten Cubans at Moro castle, among 
them General Corona, aged sixty-five years, 
and who, it is said, is literally being killed 
step by step.

For 
several years electric light and power 
companies have been the victims of the 
up-to-date criminals, who make a specialty 
of stealing chained thunder. They tap the 
wires of the electric light and power lines 
and conduct the stolen electricity into their 
houses, where they use it for light and 
heat and to operate fans. It is a very 
easy matter to steal the electricity for 
one who knows anything about putting in 
the wires. In the past when a man was 
detected in the theft of the electricity all 
that could be done was to make him cut 
out his connection, as there was no law to 
punish the crime.

UNIVERSITY TUITION BILL. 


It Will Probably Come Up in the 
House This Week for Action.

“1. Be it enacted by the geheral assembly, 
and it is hereby enacted by authority of 
the same, that from and after the passage 
of this act, at their mext meetings, the 
boards of trustees of said institutions shall 
adopt and establish a schedule of tuition 
fees for the regular courses of not less than 
thirty nor more than sixty dollars per stu- 
dent per annum, and the authorities of the 
said institutions are hereby charged with 
the duty of'collecting the same; proved, 
however, that tuition fees shall not re- 
quired of students at the Industrial and 
Normal college at Milledgeville who pur- 
sue only the industrial or the common 
school branches. 

“2. Be it further enacted, That in settle 
ment of tuition fees, any student attending 
One of the aforesaid institutions shall, in 
the discretion of the trustees and on the 
recommendation of the faculty of :said in- 
Stitution, if his or her necessities ‘require, 
be permitted to give notes, without secur- 
rity, for their tuition fees, payable in a$ 
many yearly installments, without inter- 
est, as they have attended years, any one 
of said institutions. 

“3. Be it further enacted that all laws 
and parts of laws in conflict witn tris act 
be, and the same are, hereby repealed.” 

Mr. Hill calls attention to a recent edito- 
rial from The Christian Index, the well- 


known Baptist organ published in Atlanta, 
which concludes as follows: 

“Let us again reveat that there is no in- 
tention on the part of the friends of either 
Mercer or Emory to attack the state uni- 
versity. Every effort to bring this idea into 
publicity is an effort to make capital for 
some scheme that will need opposing. We 
aiso repeat as emphatically that we pro- 
pose fo watch: for any schemes that may be 
sprung for the undue advantage of the 
State university. If there is any more mon- 
ey available for public education we want 
it to go to the public schools. All over 
Georgia good Baptists are being forced 
away from the country to educate their 
children. Let the state university leave the 
legislature alone and there will be no op- 
position from the denominational colleges 
or from us. If they persist in doing things 
that need opposition, let them not cry like 
spoiled children if they are opposed.” 


GOSSIP ABOUT THE CAPITOL COR- 
RIDORS. 


Hon. 8. E. Berry, a membér of the 
Blalock committee, in réf@Pence to the 
etatement published in yesterday’s Consti- 
tution that the Blalock committee had 
beer “hit again’’ by the minority report 
signed by thirty-eight members of the 
finance committee against the bill to reduce 
the salary of railroad commissioners, 
makes the following statement: 

“As the author of the bill to which this 
minority report is made, I desire to say 
that, at the firet meeting of the committee, 
the bill to reduce the salary of the railroad 
commissioners received. a ununimous in- 
dorsement. Trough courtesy to those who 
oppose this measure, I consented for it to 
be recommitted to the committee, where 
the opposition was heard, and without 
any previous solicitation upon my part, it 
again received the approval of the com- 
mittee by a vote of 19 to 14; this was on 
the 18th of this month. The bill was not 
reported to the house until the 2#th—after 
eight days—during which time the chair- 
Tran succeeded in getting the signatures of 
the members to the minority report. 
Whether thts delay will defeat the bill or 
not, I cannot gay. Knowing the chairman 
as I do, I want to disclaim any geuch in- 
tention on his part. But one thing is sure— 
if it is defeated, it will not be the Blalock 
committee that gets hit, but it will be the 
taxpayers of Georgia that will be hit, 
it will be the taxpayers who will get a 
black eye.’’ :

JThere is a funny controversy on in 
New York. It is over the leadership of 
the democratic party of the Empire State, 
and may properly be summoned up in the 
Single question— 

Ig Dave Hill still among the living? 
(Mr. Boss McLaughlin, of Brooklyn, and 
@ few of those who were close to the 
throne when Wolfert’s Roost was the 
Mecca of officeseekers seem inclined to be- 
eve that Dave is very much alive and 
that when the time comes will take his 
place as leader of New York's democracy. 


} On the other hand, that very shrewd and 


far-seeing indiyidWai, R. Croker, Esq., 
whose political acumen has never been 
doubted, declares that Mr. Hill will not 
be the leader, is mot now the leader, and 
—most cruel of blows—mever has been the 
leader of the party. 

On the heels of the democratic victory 
in the New York municipal campaign cer- 
tain suggestions about events in the fu- 
ture were wafted down to New York from 
up the state. These were to the effect 
that Hill would be in the fight for the 
senate against Murphy, that Hill wes pre- 
Paring to take his old place as leader, 
and that he proposed to run things gen- 
erally. These suggestions came from 
sources so close te the man who in the 
last national campaign renigge@ on his 
old I-am-a-democrat boast, that the New 
York politicians knew them to be feelers 
born at Wolfert’s Roost. 

They were expected to bring develwp- 
ments—and did. This is what they 
brought from Richard Croker, and judg- 
ing from the record of the man, what he 
says about New York politics is worth 
listening to: 

“There is no reason,” said Mr. Croker, 
“for this question of leadership to come 
up at all, and I cannot understand why 
any fuss is made about it. I have always 
recognized Senator Murphy as the leader, 
and Hill is today just where he has al- 
ways been. He is not and never has been 
the leader. As for the campaign this fall, 
he had nothing whatever to do with it. 

“Do you mean that Hill has been ‘turn- 
ed down,’ and no longer has power in the 
party ?’’ 

“No; he has not been ‘turned down,’ be- 
cause he never was up. I repeat that Hill 
never was the party leader of the state. 

“Senator Murphy,” continued Mr. Cro- 
ker, “is the kind of a man whom no good 
democrat has any business to attack. If 
he wants to be his own successor he 
ought to be. He is the logical candidate. 
As:to the leadership of the party in the 
state, he is entitled to it, and has it, and 
there should be no dispute about it, He 
has the confidence not only of his col- 
leagues in the United States senate, who 
regard him as a clean-cut, level-headed 
statesman, but of his constituents in the 
state of New York, who value him highly 
as a democrat.”’ 

McLaughlin takes a different view. He 
thinks that Hill was a factor in the cam- 
paign just ended and that he should have 
anything he wants. 

But McLaughlin is paying tribute to 
the Hill that was, while Croker is judg- 
ing the Hill that is, Croker’s view of the 
Situation has been go generally indorsed 
by other New York damocrats’that it is 
evident the masses of the party have not 
forgotten Hill’s vacillation and traitorship 
in the campaign of 1896. 

Joseph Pulitzer rises to remark that Hill 
may be the candidate of the democratic 
party in 1900, which simply illustrates how 
completely both he and his once-democrat- 
ic organ are in darkness. Mr. Whitelaw 
Reid takes occasion to remark In all se- 
riousness that if party leadership is to go 
to the man who contributed most to the 
recent democratic victories, it should by 
all means go to Senator Thomas C. Platt, 
and this suggestion, coming from the 
mighty Tribune, must be regarded as no 
joke; but Platt makes a wry face after 
the pattern set for him by Homer Daven- 
port, takes a firm hold on his nasal ap- 
pendage, turns his eyes toward Seth Low 
and declares dramatically, “You done it!’’ 

The situation is, therefore, not without 
its humorous side. But perhaps tt might 
be well for The World, Hugh McLaugh- 
lin and whomever they may have delud- 
ead by their declarations to take note vf 
this one thing: If by any chance the 
democrats of New York, or any portion 
of them, have forgotten the incidents of 
the campaign of 1896, it is very, certain 
that the democrats of the country have 
not forgotten and will not forget. Hill 
may or may not be alive in New York, 
but he is very dead in the rest of the 
country; and the democratic party has 
passed beyond that stage when it looked 
to New York for either its leader or for 
advice.

This shows that Georgia is entitled to 
forty places in the department and has 
but four. That means that there are 
places for thirty-six Georgians in that one 
department alone and all those who are 
anxious to be cared for have to do is to 
make application and have Marshal John- 
son, the republican leader, take up their 
cases.

Other southern states which show a defi- 
cit are Alabama, eighteen; Florida, six;

As the sen- 
ate is now constituted, it will be practical- 
ly impossible to pass a bill of the kind pro- 
posed, and it would be sure to precipitate 
a lengthy discussion which in the end 
would amount only to wind, and at the 
same time hold the business of the coun- 
try in a state of uncertainty and suspense. 
I do not think any financial legislation 
will be enacted during the coming session,”’ 


Dingley on the Silver Issue. 

Mr. Dingley is not one of those ub- 
lican leaders who regards the silver! issue 
as dead, despite the many burials which 
the blind organs of Wall street have been 
chronicling for several years past. In his 
newspaper, The Lewiston Journal, Con- 
gressman Dingley declares: “It may be 
regarded as settled that the congressional 
campaign of next year must be fought out 
on the line of 1896."’ He points to the re- 
sults of the recent elections, especially in 
Kentucky and Nebraska, and adds: “It is 
useless for sound money men to lose sight 
of the certainty that ithe 16 to A silver 
fallacy is only scorched—not buried.

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RUSSIA'S SUPPORT 


Naval Demonstrations ex Chinese Coast 
Are Approved by Czar. 


EMPEROR IS ANXIOUS TO FIGHT 


He Declares That His Country Must 
Forestall Great Britain. 


DETERMINED T@ MAKE HAYTI APOLOGIZE 


German Ruler Has Shown His Hand 
By Putting His Brother in 
the Lead. 


Berlin, November 27.—The presence of 
Emperor William at Kiel upon the occasion 
of swearing in the naval recruits has had 
the expected effect of clearing the situa- 
tion, so far as Germany’s attitude toward 
China and Hayti is concerned. Within 
two months a squadron of eight fine 
cruisers, having on board 3,10 men, will 
be assembled in Chinese waters, and ths 
fact that Prince Henry, of Prussia, brother 
of his majesty, is to command half this 
force, lends probability to reports current 
in government circles that hot work is 
expected, as Prince Henry’s great ambition 
for years past has been to win naval 
laurels. ’ 

Emperor William, in conversation with 
Admiral Knorr, commander of the imperial 
navy, and with Prince Henry, made use of 
the expression: 

“Wir mussem England vorgehen.”’ 
must forestall England.) 

This remark was made while the emperor 
was enlarging on the situation in China and 
dwelling on the fact that the advantage 
gained+by the quick action of the German 
naval forces in Kiao Chau bay must be fol- 
lowed by an adequate strengthening of the 
squadron by the forces availaple 

Within three days of the receipt of the 
news of the murder of the German mission- 
aries, the emperor, through the German 
ambassadors at Vienna and St. Petersburg, 
made confidential inquiries as to whether 
Germany would be opposed in Chinese 
waters in case circumstances should render 
the seizure of territory necessary. .The re- 
plies obtained were wholly satisfactory. 

The German newspapers are almost 
unanimous in demanding that Germany 
seize the present opportunity to obtain ad- 
equate and tangible compensation for her 
support of China in the peace negotiations 
with Japan in 18%. 

In regard tm the trouble between Ger- 
many and Hayti, the imperial warship 
Gefion. will proceed there so soon as she 
can be fitted for service and will enforce 
the demands of Germany backed up by the 
two German government  sclooiships 
Gneisenau and Stein. 

Somewhat late the German press now 
does justice to the assistance received in 
the matter through the intervention of the 
United States minister at Port au Prince. 

The negonutions between the German 
sugar syndicate and the owners of the 
refineries, after pending for months, have 
ultimately failed and the plan to form a 
pool has been definitely dropped, at least, 
for the present, as many of those interested 
have decided to remain outside. 

In spite of the action of the south Ger- 
man dealers, after the announcement that 
the Mannheim Pure Oil Company, a com- 
petitor of the Standard Oil Company, had 
purchased an island in the Rhine, on which 
it is proposed to build gigantic tanks, to 
exclusively patronize the Mannheim Pure 
Oil Company, the impression prevails in 
commercial circles that the German rep- 
resentatives of the Standard Oil Company 
have won the fight and will crush all com- 
petition. 

Of the petroleum import of the current 
year, America furnished 853,642 tons and 
Russia furnished 43,000 tons. Reports from 
Bremen and Hamburg show the Standard 
Oil Company is now virtually alone in the 
field. 

The appeal of the Austro-Hungarian main- 
ister for fore:gn affairs, Count Goluchow- 
ski, asking Europe to unite against Ameri- 
can competition, is very varously com- 
mented upon here. The liberal and radical 
newspapers condemn such a step. 

he Cologne Gazette discussing the con- 
tinuance of the deficit in the recerpts of the 
United States says: 

‘The new offiee of Comrnissioner Kasson, 
the United States reciproe.ty commiss.oner, 
under these circumstances appears to De 
nething more than a regular recrusiing 
office to induce nations to come inere, ioz 
commercia! treaties would, of course, stim- 
ulate the imports of the United States and 
consequently the tariff receipts.’ 

United States Consul General Gold- 
schmidt says the present €xport figures for 
the United States show an unmistakabie 
increase. From October ivin to November 
15th the exports in his district amounted 
to 2,118,868 marks, as against 1,845,082 marks 
for the same period of 189, an increase of 
15 per cent.

SCHOOL PRINCIPALS WERT 


Recommend Adoption of Normal Re- 
view System of Vertical Penmanship. 


MATTER DISCUSSED AT LENGTH 


Recommendation of Teachers Goes to 
Committee on Teachers and Will 
Be Favorably Acted Upon. 


The matter of what particular system of 
vertical writing is to be used in the schools 
of Atlanta was practically settled at a 
meeting of the principals of the schools 
held yesterday morning. 

The teacher’s geommittee, to which the 
matter of selecting the system was re- 
ferred with power to act, .-met last 
Wednesday and referred the matter to the 
superintendent, assistant superintendent 
and principals. They met yesterday morn- 
ing and after a full discussion of the mat- 
ter made a report in which the Normal 
Review system of Silver, Burdett & Co.,, 
was recommended. 

The question was considered at length 
and the teachers decided to recommend 
that one system of the writing be used, 
that it be introduced@ in all the grades at 
the same time and that the slanting sys- 
tem be done away with at once, and that 
the system to be adopted be the Normal 
Review system. 

The vote on the system to be recom- 
mended was a secret ballot and the result 
was eighteen for the Normal Review and 
two for other systems. It was, therefore, 
considere@ that the teachers were unani- 
mously in favor of the system recom- 
mended. 

The committee on teachers, which has 
power to act on the system to be adopted 
by the board, will hold a meeting Monday, 
and at this mesting the question of verti- 
cal system will be finally decided ana will 
at once be put into use in the schools. 

At its meeting Monday the committee 
will have before it the recommendation of 
the superintendents and principals and 
there seems every reason to believe that 
the recommendation will be accepted and 
the report of the committee be a reiteration 
of it. There appears to be no doubt but 
that the Normal Review system will ba 
adopted and that the other suggestions 
of the teachers will be favorably recom- 
mended to the board. 

The board meets next Thursday after- 
noon and at this meeting the report of 
the committee on teachers will be favor- 
ably recommended to the board.

It is understood that yesterday certain 
members of Company K prepared charges 
against Captain Massey with a view of 
filing them with the adjutant general for 
the purpose of having Captain Massey re- 
moved from commend of the company. 

The charges were very lengthy and in 
all there were about thirty counts. The 
fact that the charges were in a definite 
shape was kept a great secret, but the 
story leaked out and it is said that the 
paper will be filed with the adjutant gene- 
ral Monday. 

The advisory board will have work be- 
fore it at the next meeting, if these charges 
are referred to it, and there seems to be 
no doubt that military circles in Atlanta 
will again be startled by a court martial. 

The charges are said to be very bitter 
and they go into detail over a number of 
matters which are said to be in themselves 
sufficient for a court martial. 

The charges are said to have been signed 

by a large number of the members of Com- 
pany K, but just what percentage of the 
whole company the signers represent is not 
known, 
, The first count in the charges, which are 
ten typewritten pages in length, charges 
Captain Massey with incompetency, insub- 
ordination and conduct unbecoming a sol- 
dier end a gentleman. 

It is said that one of the counts charge 
that while Captain Massey was officer of 
the day at S8t-"Simon’s he ordered a private 
of Company C, who was on sentinel duty, 
to put his arms in the guard tent and re- 
pair to the quarters of Company K and re- 
port to him what took place. 

Another 6ne of the charges is said to also 
refer to the St. Simon's trip and charges 
that Captain Massey endeavored to have 
one of his men spy,oen the other members 
of his company and report all who spoke 
unfavorably of him.’ 

It appears that there are other charges 
of a like nature in the paper, but those who 
are preparing them are using every effort 
to prevent the matter from becoming pub- 
lic. 

Captain Massey is well known, and it is 
said that the objection to him.%Sy members 
of his company is not on account of his 
personality but entirely on account of his 
bearing as captain. of the company. It 
seems that while he is liked personally, he 
is not liked officially, and it is understood 
that a majority of the members of Com- 
pany K object to him, 

Whether or not Captain Massey will have 
charges to make in answer to those to be 
filed against him is not known. He has 
had very little to say since the trouble be- 
gan to brew in his company and has appar- 
“ently not regarded the matter as of enough 
consequence to notice. 

While as a matter of course the matter 
has not been discussed at length outside 
of military circles, it seems to have been 
the sensation of the day with the military 
folk. * 

Company K is an important factor itn the 
Fifth regiment and the developments which 
are to follow the filing of the charges will 
be watched with considerable interest.

Mr. Noble, of Denver, Says Georgia Has 
the Ore.

He Did Not Believe the Statements 
First Made to Him. 


BUT HE FOUND THAT THEY WERE CORRECT 


More Chlorination Plants Are Needed 
for the Treatment of the Con- 
centrates. 


FRANK WELDON. 

“T have been in most of the gold fields 
from Juneau, Alaska, to the Transvaal in 
South Africa, and I would rather take my 
chances in north Georgia than in any place 
1 ever visited,”” said Mr. P. L. Noble yes- 


terday. Mr. Nobles is a mining man from 
Denver. He disclaims being a mining en- 


gineer, but he is an all-round mining man. 
He is down here looking uu properties for 
Denver capitalists. He does not say S80, 
but that is the information which The 
Constitution lids concerning his visit. 

Mr. Nobles has been in Georgia about 
ninety days, and in that time he has been 
through ten of Georgia’s gold-bearing coun- 
ties and over the line into North Carolina. 
He dd not think much of the country when 


he first arrived. “‘It looked like a shell 
game to me,” he says. “The claims made 


in behalf of Georgia were seemingly so ex- 
travagant that I distrusted everything 
which I heard. I spent a week at Dah- 
lonega, and it still looked like a shell game; 
but I concluded to stay on a week longer 
and try to keep my eye on the pea. The 
more I investigated the more I began 
to believe in what I had heard. 
At the end of the second week, after mak- 
ing many tests, I saw that there was foun- 
dation for the extravagant claims. Then 
I went out into other counties, rial, Haber- 
sham, White, Union, Towns and Rabun, 
and I found ore which tor quality and 
value will hold its own with uny mining 
camp in the world. 

“There are mining camps in Georgia 
which would be worth $100,000,000 in the west, 
even in these hard times. People will ask, 


if there is so much value, why 
more mines have not peen open- 
ed? There is an easy answer 


to that, but, suppose the world had taken 
hold up there before this, there would be 
no chance for us late comers. We ought to 
be thankful that the circumstances have 
been such that the development of this 
gold field has been deferred until this gen- 
eration. Anybody who is famftiar with the 
situation in this fleld readily understands 
why the gold deposits have never been 
worked deep. The owners of tne properties 
have not, as a rule, had any money to 
invest in developing thetr »prospects, and 
there has been a misixvken idea about this 
field. ‘Out in the west we have heard of 
the Georgia gold section, but the old timers 
always said: ‘Yes, Georgia and North Caro- 
lina produced a great deal of gold before 
the war, but it was all surface, and played 
out.’ And that was the belief of the miners 
who were working in this country until a 
few years ago. As they went down. to 
water level, the free gold which they caught 
on the plate gradually grew less, and they 
did not know what the sulphurets contain- 
ed. So they just jumped to the conclusion 
that the gold had run out when they reach- 
ed water level. As a matter of fact, they 
were just getting to the best of it. Nobody 
had the sulphurets assayed. I do not sup- 
pose a dozen miners in the south had ever 
‘assayed their tailings until within the past 
five years, maybe within the past two 
years. There are only two plants in the 
state for treating the refractory ores, and 
the oldest of these has been working less 
than three years, I understand. The other 
has not been operating a year yet. I have 
not found a mill owner or lessee in all this 
courtry who has ever hed his water an- 
alyved. They do not know whether there is 
ar ything in the water to be dvercome or 
neutralized. The water may be all rizht, 
and it may not be. Where is there a mine 
in this section which has a half-mile fume 
below the mill? And yet a flume of that 
length would catch enough free gold from 
the tailings to pay for the operation of 
the whole plant. Put in a flume below 
any of these mills and burn the bags, and 
you would get a surprisingly large amount 
of gold. I do not criticise miners unkindly, 
but I do feel like saying something in 
justice to the mines. Three-fourths of the 
failures in this section. are not the fault 
of the mines, but of the methods of oper- 
ating. You have got to come up to date 
and watch all the details. It is the custom 
in the camps I htve visited in Georgia to 
dress the plates in the morning, and then 
the mill superintendent would go off to the 
cut and direct the operations up there all 
day long, without paying any more atten- 
tion to saving his gold. 

“Do you suypose that is the practice in 
the camps where the output is large? Not 
at all. No mine can be treated carelessly 
and be a big producer. You will find that 
the best mines in the world are the most 
carefully watched. Go to the Alaska Tread- 
well, the Homesteke, the Mercur, the Port- 
land, the Doctor or any of our big pro- 
ducers, and you will find the mill men 
rght there with their stamps and plates all 
the iime, day and night. And what kind 
of ores are the Treadwell. the Homestake 
and the Mercur working on? Why, the 
highest does not run over $4 a ton. The 
fouth has millions and millions of tons of 
to vaca than that. I saw one pond of 
water which I would gamble on é 
$1,000,000 on its hatin tien crt 

“Some of the western mining camps have 
wide and rich veins but Georgia has just 
4S €00d opportunities as can be found any- 
where. I have not a cent invested here. 
If it is to my interest to do anything, it is 
to belittle what I have seen or say at least 
nothing, but I do feel like saying something 
in behalf of the section. It has the gold 
and ihe only question is that of the best 
method of operating. So far, the chlori- 
nation is the best thing which has been 
applied. I hear that cyanide works in some 
camps all right, but in those I have seen I 
am inclined to think that if you use enough 
cyanide to release the coarser gold from 
the other chemical] combination, the cya- 
nide would eat up the fine gold.”’ 

Mr. Nobles smiled at the want of faith 
-n Georgia gold properties shown by the 
home people. “The Denver people took no 
Stock in the Cripple Creek camp when it 
was first brought to their attention, five 
Or SIX years ago,” he remarked. “They 
cailed it a cow ranch and said there was 
no gold in that location. 1 was one of the 

younger men and I followed the bell 
wethers. When they said there Was no 
gold at Cripple Creek, I fel! in line and said 
50, too, without investigating it. But Chi- 
cago, St. Louis and Colorado Springs men 
went in there and now Cripple Creek is 
producing about $1,000,000 a month. The 
Denverites overlooked the richest camp in 
the west, which was running under their 
nose, That often happens. Take the Creede 
camp. I knew Creede well. He was an 
Old prospector. One day he saw some ore 
in a butcher’s show window which struck 
his fancy. He asked where it came from. 
The butcher, who had grub-staked a Ger- 
man, gave him an indefinite reply. Creede 
made quiet inquiries and found out about 
where the Dutchman was at work and went 
there. Creede saw that the indications were 
f00d. He suggested to the German that 
he ought to change the lines of his claim 
Saying that he was off the land. The Ger- 
man followed Creede’s advice and staked in 
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another direction. Creede staked the aban- | 
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doned end of the German's claim and got 
millions out of it. 
tramped over by thousands of people. It 
was right on an old trail. The home stake 
is another example of ground which had 
been ignored for years as worthless. 

“I met a man vp in north Georgia who 
knew Dave Moffatt when Dave didn’t have 
$100. Now Moffatt is worth $20,000,000, made 
out of mines. Stratton was a poor carpen- 
ter and prospector who made a lucky find 
and has refused $10,000,000 for one mine. 
The prospector who located the Le Roi, in 
British Columbia, gave it to asfriend, who 
advanced his only to pay the registry fees 
On five other claims. Today the Le Roi 
is held at $5,000,000. You will see as great 
fortunes made here in Georgia out of the 
gold mines in the next ten years. The 
money will be made out of deep mining and 
I have no doubt about the veins running 
deep than I have that I am living.’’ 

Mr. Nobles showed me the result of many 
pannings which he had made and they 
averaged three-fourths of a grain of gold 
to the pound of ore, or more than $62 to 
the ton. When gold ore can be mined and 
milled for $1 a ton, and chlorinated for an 
additional expense of from $1.50 to $2, there 
ought to be a profit in mining which would 
satisfy the average investor, even if he is 
a little shy on such ventures. 

Mr. John Martin, of White county, came 
down to Atlanta this week and took his 
Thanksgiving dinner at the Kimball. Mr. 
Martin brought down a bag containing 
about 450 pennyweights of gold, which came

EVERYBODY IS JUBILANT NOW 


Grade Has Revived in Alabama’s Cap- 
ital and Refugees Are Returning. 


WO SCARS WERE LEFT BY THE DISEASE 


Merchants Are Thoroughly Pleased 
with the Situation and No Kick- 
ing Is Heard. 


Montgomery, Ala., November 27.—(Spe- 

' efal.)—The transformation Montgomery has 

undergone within ten days is—to express it 
in a conservative way—astonishing. 

Two weeks ago Montgomery was desert- 
ed. Such business men as rema'!ned here 
had litt!e or nothing to do and spent only 
a few hours a day at their half-opencd 
places of business and then hurried home 
before the hour at which the dreaded mi- 
erobe is supposed to begin his traves4 
around. A one-horse wagom could haul 
all the cotton that came to town On thos? 
days. There were undoubtedly fewer per- 
sons in Montgomery than there have be?n 
at any time for perhaps thirty year:, and 
there was certainly very much loss bu:i- 
ness. The exodus was confined to ths 
white population, it was thought, but the 
negroes also disappeared from their accus- 
tomed loafing places and the business 
streets looked forsaken. 

Montgomery’s square is noted fon its 
many and lovely private vehicles, but tha 
hard, smooth paving on Dexter was given 
a rest from the clatter of hoofs and wheels. 

One of the most gratifying sights of an 
epidemic day was to see Mrs. John H. 
Clisby, the wife of Montgomery’s mayor, 
cross the souare in her handsome victor'ia. 
She was perhaps the only woman in Mont- 
gomery whose customary drives were not 
interrupted by the panic, and her unfi.ncn- 
ing conduct caused many;a nervous man to 

, stop and consider his own weakness. 
' At the commencement of the epidemic 
some inconsiderate person circulated the 
rumon that whisky and microbes mixed 
were certain death. Finally a town toper 
of thirty years’ experience in consuming 
quantities of mean whisky was attacked 
by the disease. He demanded and got his 
toddy every hour during his confinement 
and his reappearance on the streets a few 
days afterwards was the signal for genera! 
rejoicing. He is popular and everybody 
‘was glad to see him well again, and more- 
over his recovery demonstrated that mi- 
crohes and whisky were not necessarily 
fatal when taken together. This circum- 
stance contributed in a very large measure 
to allay public anxiety here and to 
strengthen the nerves at least of the male 
population. Afiter this, as soon as the re- 
port of the board of health was handed 
down, the men in town, with few ex- 
ceptions. took a drink, shook hands with 
each other, for there was no telling which 
might be taken down that night, bought a 
Constitution and went home to burn sul- 
phur and remain until 10 o’clock the next 
"morning. There were few cases in that 
epidemic desert, but the post-board-report 
drink was one of them. 

At that time many persons here had d>-- 
gaired of Montgomery’s future. Yellow 
fever had been dreaded here as nothing 
else had ever been. The wild panie whch 
followed its announcement and the cessa- 
tion of business gave the pessimists who 
stayed here an excellent opportunity to 
croak and predict disaster. Things here 
did look unpromising and many of the 
strong-hearted were apprehensive. 

This condition existed as recently as a 
fortnight ago. The improvement in the past 
two weeks. however, has been almost phe- 
nomenal. Business commenced to reid- 
just itself early in week before last. Satur- 
day the 2th was an encourag'’ng, busy 
day. Many country wagons came in with 
loads of cotton. One thousand ba'es cam> 
by wagon from Lowndes, an adjoining 
county. Retail trade was brisk. The e'ty 
was filled with country negroes and the 
refugees had berun to return in consider- 
at numbers. Monday was another busy 

y. 

On Tuesday morning at 8 o’clock the 
public square was filled with cotton 
wagons. There were on the square at that 
hour 134 wagons in al), 119 were loaded 
with cotton, eleven with shingles and four 
had been emptied of their loads.

& few minutes after 8 o'clock. The likeness 
herewith speaks for itself. Later in the

It now deve'ops that a 
very larg@ proportion of the cotton crop 
in this section had not been marketed b2- 
fore the panic came on, and it is ev'dent 
to all thinking persons here that the in- 
jury to the city by reason of the fever an4 
the scare was purely temporary. A liberal 
estimate is that 10,000 people left here for 
& month.and spent $100 each, which aggre- 
Bates $1,000,000, and that these 10,000 refu- 
Bees failed to earn their average of $100 
fach by being absent from the city, which 
aggregates a million more. The accumu- 
lation of business, however, wi!l enable tha 
returned refugees to recoup a considerab’e 
portion of the latter amount.

Bailiffs Culpepper, Wim- 
bish and Payne, with Mr. George Crane, 
clerk of the court, went to the house. 
When they arrived there Sam was gone 
and only his wife, ‘with several children, 
was in the house. The batliffs took out a 
good part of the furniture before Sam 
returned. 

He had been to Judge Landrum and 
made an affidavit to the effect that he did 
not owe any rent. Judge Landrum told 
him that @would not prevent him from 
being put/out of his house. But he went 
back to his home, and going up to Bailiff 
Wimbish, said: “Here ds an injunction, 
and you just stop taking away my furni- 
ture.” \ 

The bailiff looked at the affidavit, stop- 
ped taking out the furniture and returned 
to the court. He asked Judge Landrum 
what he had given the negro that paper 
for. Judge Landrum told him it had no 
effect and they could dispossess him just 
the same as before, As soon as this was 
explained to them they started for the 
house again, 

This time Bailiffs Culpepper and Whidby 
went to the scene of the trouble. They 
found an entrance to the back of the 
house and went to work a second time 
to throw the furniture out of the house. 
They removed all of it, but Sam’s wife 
said she would not get out, and if they 
wanted to put her out they would have 
to carry her. 

No amount of persuasion would prevail 
upon her, and the two bailiffs began to 
use force to eject her. She was carried 
into the hail. It was noticed she had 
something in her hand in the shape of a 
bottle. It was not thouglt that this wus 
intended as a weapon, however, but when 
she was near the entrance te the house, 
the became enraged and spread the ccn- 
tents of the bottle over Balliff Whidby’s 
face.

Judges Newman and Pardee Decide the 
Eagle and Phenix Case. 


MASTER’S REPORT IS UPHELD 


The Various Exceptions to the Report 
Overruled. 


MORTGAGES FORECLOSED NEXT MONTH 


The Bondholders Now Have Charge of 
Sale of Property, and Depositors 
the Personal Property. 


Judges Newman and Pardee, of the 
United States court, handed down their de- 
cision in the Eagle and Phoenix case yes- 
terday morning. The report of Special 
Master Wimbush ts upheld, and the vari- 
ous exceptions to this report overruled. 
This gives the bondholders the preference 
on the sale of the mill building, real estate 
aud actual belongings of the company, 
while the depositors of the old Eagle and 
Phenix bank have the preference of the 
personal property of the company, such 
as the goods on hand and the factory. 

The main fight in the case has been be- 
tween the bondholders and the depositors, 
each claiming a priority on the funds to 
be derived from. the foreclosure of the 
mortgage some time in the early part of 
next month.’ The decision is practically a 
victory for both, although it is thought 
the bondholders have the better showing, 
in that they will have charge of the sale 
of the mill; they will have the opportunity 
to buy the same through their reorganiza- 
tion committee next montn, and will then 
have the operation of the mill in their own 
hands, freezing the depositors out in the 
cold, their only remuneration being what 
they derive from the personal property of 
the company. 

Unless the depositors take further steps 
in the case, the Eagle and Phenix litiga- 
tion is now practically ended. From pres- 
ent prospects the decision of court will 
result in an equitable compromise between 
bondholders and depositors. When the 
property is put up for sale by order of the 
court next month, it may be bought by a 
new company, or by the old, and the con- 


cern established on a firm fouling once 
more.

His Greatest MPragic Triumph Was 
Not on the Stage, but in Real 
Life. 


Not upon the mimic stage was it writ of 
fate that Scott Thornton was to play the 
great tragedian’s role of which he ever 
dreamed, but upon life’s real stage was he 
to live a tragedy which in its human in- 
terest would shame al! the poor inventions 
of the master playwrights. Not until he 
had died—died anguish of mind and 
bedy, in bitter, biting, burning d saproint- 
ment. amid the wreck of his hopes and 
failure of his dearest dreams, the 
greatest of all his climaxes to come. Thea 
the majesty of tragedy came to supplant 
the sorry Light of ridicule which an un- 
feeling world had thrown about him. Ther 
the taunts turned to praise; then tre ribad 
jesters made of their mockery a tribute, 
of their scornful offerings garlands for the 
pallid brow. ‘ 

When he was dead! The pathos and the 
tragedy of it is that the world’s kindness 
to him was withheld from him, when he 
yearned and hungered for it, and came [to 
him in abundance when it was too late. 
Derision and scorn for his life’s amb tion 
while he lived and heard and feit and suf- 
fered! Eulogy and praise when he was 
dead and could not feel, hear, 
suffer, nor enjoy! 

“It was the tragedy of the world’s thought- 
lessness—not a cruel world, down in its 
heart—but too often a wor.d that did rot 
stop to consider or think. 

The fires of amhition consumed his soul. 
He went among men moved by one sol tary 
purpose. The best of men have found it 
hard to get along in such a difficu:t thing 
as art with ali the world to encourage and 
applaud them. Perhaps ‘could have 
realized little progress at a!! if the world 
had offered them insult, conterapt and de- 
rision. 

Maybe Scott was not a-.great actor: maye 
be he was; it does not matter. He did no 
Man harm; he was honest; he was earnest; 
he was truthful; he was long suffering. He 
did not run away under the fire of the 
worst ridicule that an unfeeling people 
could invent. He did not desert the flag 
of his purpose. He died by it. There is

“no sort of doubt that up to the hour of his 


death he held to his faith, unchanged. 

Then itis as little as the world can do to 
come and place the flowers so long with- 
heid upon his grave and offer to his 
straight career the tribute that it owes. 

Mr. Marcellus E. Thornton, the well- 
known brother of Scott Thornton, has 
written a tribute to Scott. They were de- 
voted brothers, as the article published be- 
low will show. Following is Wr. ‘lhurn-- 
ton’s card in full: 

Mr. Thornton’s Tribute. 


“Say, Scott, come back here and let’s 
talk a few minutes. The private and As- 
sociated Press telegrams and the AUanta 
newspapers tell me you died yesterday! 
That it was in consequence of that dread- 
ful malady! No, disease? No! What it is? 
Two surgical operations! Well, you did 
not remain either of the two times leng 
enough in the namesake hospital of your 
friend, and mine (my chum). You came 
Out too soon. You did not write me about 
this, though I heard about it, and wrote 
to them or others about you and tried to 
get you back. 

“As I said, I see they say you are dead. 
How can that be? Scott, my noble boy, 
my dearest, nearest chum on earth, al- 
though my brother, dead! Me away. My- 
self unwell. Have not seen you since that 
midnight September 26, 1886, in the union 
passenger epot in Atlanta, Ga., when 
you came witb me to the train; and this 
the 26th day of November, 1897. You born 
November 19, 1859, in Atlanta, Ga., and 
named for thy mother’s physician, Dr. 
Scott, of Philadelphia. Scott, I cannot 
bring myself to think but that when I 
come back to visit our dear, sweet, ood, 
saintly mother, you will come to meet me 
and grasping me by the hand exclaim: 
‘Sully, old man, put her there!’ Walking 
away, you tell me of your plans, utterly 
Oblivious of my plans; only a casual re- 
mark that I am looking well. ‘How is Sis 
Bessie?’ 

“Genius! Inflamed, immortal seion of 
soul-stirred thought! Thou which quicken- 
eth the mind and the very soul of man to 
nobler deeds in human action, had posses- 
sion of thy very existence! It knew no 
bounds in the artistic realm of thy fellow- 
mortal, enrobling. realtistic. That you 
had no appreciation is not thine to care 
for. That you did not care is shown by 
thy not caring and making it known while 


- yet alive. 


“Scott, mother loved you. She loves us 
all. But I ween—a little southern ‘reckon’ 
—she had a little more tender chord of soul 
for‘you. This, !f possible the more I love 
her for. There was a reason. That rea- 
son she alone must tell. Suffice it. ner 
anguish brought it thus, by the unfell 
c@use of another. 

“Scott, sing “Tit: Willow’ for me. Recite 
every line of ‘Richard III,’ also ‘Richelieu,’ 
‘Hamlet,’ ‘Othello,’ ‘Fool’s Revenge,’ ‘Mac- 


beth,’ ‘Julius Caesar,’ “Tamerlaine’s La- 
ment’—all, all, recite them all and thea 


sing “Tit Willow’ again. I want a night 
of it.

The movement in favor of permitting rail- 
reeds to pcol their business and earnings 
is receiving substantial support from many 
sources. One of the strongest Indorsements 
wilt probably come from the national board 
of trade, which is to hold its annual meet- 
ing in Washington on December l4th. 

Trade organizations in most of the large 
cities have indorsed the pooling bill and 
the chances are growing brighter for its 
passage. With the interstate commerce 
commission in favor of the measure and 
the trade bodies of the country co-operat- 
ing, the measure ought to be put through 
congress at the coming session. 

The series of articles published by Mr. 
Blanchard, of the Joint Traffic Association, 
are an education on the subject and it is 


presumed that a copy of the argument has 
been piaced in the nands of every member 
of congress.

‘Resolved, That congress be respectfully 
urged to so amend the interstate commerce 
law as to permit railroads. engaged in inter- 
state traffic to enter into pooling arrange- 
ments, so called, under the supervision and 
control of the interstate commerce com- 
mission.”’ 

The New York board of trade and trans- 
portation will offer the following: 

“Resolved, That the national board of 
trade reaffirms its previous action on the 
subject of pooling of railroads.” 

The Philadelphia board of trade proposes 
this: 

‘Resolved, That the national board of 
trade recofnmends such amendments to the 
interstate commerce law as will permit 
pooling of business between railway lines, 
subject to the supervision and approval of 
the interstate commerce commission.,’’ 

The Trades League of Philadelphia offers 
this: 

‘‘Resolved, by the national board of trade, 
That it strongly commends the enactment 
by congress of such laws as will legally 
permit of pooling by the railroad compa- 
nies of the United States, under the super- 
vision and control of the interstate com- 
merce commission.”’ 

The Toledo produce exchange will present 
the following: 

“Resolved, That the national board of 
trade Whee more appeals to congress for 
such amendment of the_interstate com- 
merece law as will permit railways engaged 
in interstate traffic to assaciate their in- 
terests by what is called pooling contracts 
and that such enactment shall set forth 
clearly and plainly that rates of transpor- 
tation and other business with the public 
shall be revised and controlled in the in- 
terests of the public by the interstate com- 
merce commission.”’ 

The Toledo produce exchange asks the 
adoption of this: 

‘Resolved, That the interstate commerce 
law be so amended as to endow the com- 
mission appointed under it with clear and 
positive power to regulate and control rates 
of transportation whenever inequalities or 
unfairness in the same comes under their 
observation by complaint or otherwise.” 


Sidetrack Torn Up. 


The Southern and the Louisville and 
Nashville had a fight over at Anniston 
last week. The letter road has a side- 
track to the Anniston pipe works and the 
Southern wanted to get there’ too. Two 
years ago the Southern was forced off a 
sidetrack which it had by an injunction 
obtained by the Louisville and Nashville, 
which claimed that the Southern was 
using its right of way. That injunction 
expired a few days ago. The Southern Jost 
no time tin undertaking to construct a new 
sidetrack. It proposed to cross the Louis- 
ville and Nashviille’s tracks on Thirteenth 
street. A force of men suddenly appeared 
and went to wark, but they were stopped 
by an injunction. 

The next day the Southern put another 
force of men at work at another po nt, 
the Louisville and Nashville’s tracks were 
torn up until the Southern’s siding could 
be put in place. The Louisville ana Na:h- 
ville made no show of resistance. The in- 
junction which it had obtained held good 
only as to a crossing at Thirteenth etreet. 
Now both roads have sidings into the pipe 
works. 

This fight does not. indicate that the 
roads are dwelling together on angelic 
terms. 


To Develop Gold Fields. 


The action of the directors of the Duluth 
and Iron Range railroad in voting to in- 
crease the capital stock from $3,000,000 to 
$10,00,000 is believed by some to indicate a 
purpose on the part of John D. Rock felley 
to embark in the enterprise of developing 
the Rainy Lake gold regions lying on the 
American and Canadian borders. 

A part of this increase will, it is sa‘td, be 
devoted to an extension of the road north- 
ward to these regions. The directors were 
inclined to deny that any such move was 
contemplated, although they admitted that 
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the officers of the road had been approach- 
ed in regard to the matter of building 
euch an extension. — ae P'S.

They had 
been reported for gambling in the basement 
of the house located at 8% Loyd street. The 
main witnesses were nut present in court, 
however, and the judge felt obliged to dis- 
niss the cases, although in so doing he 
gave the negroes a severe lecture, telling 
that he would fine them heavily in the fu- 
ture if they should appear before him, Af- 
ter the negroes had passed out of the room 
Judge Calhoun turned to the representative 
of The Constitution and said: “Like By- 
ron’s pirate, ‘I am the mildest mannered 
man that ever cut a throat or scuttled a 
ship.’ Those negroes were guilty, of course, 
but there was no evidence against them, 
so I was compelled to“turn them loose.” 


He Stéle Butter.

in Georgia. Mrs. Owen was a western 
woman by birth, and had learned from the 
women of her section of the country that 
practical pfinciple that made brave bread- 
winners of the women of the west when 
their sisters of the south were beginning to 
appreciate ithe loss of their plantation 
homes... 

In the early days of Atlanta’s prosperity 
there were many women driven to despera- 
tion at the appreciation of a lost home and 
fortune, and who, although capable as to 
education, recognized few vocations as con- 
sistent with the dignity of the gentlewo- 
man. The vocations of teaching in semi- 
nar‘es, private schools, and as the gover- 
ness, were crowded by eager and capable 
women; many of them went to New York 
in search of posttions in educative lines, 
while those not succeeding here or there 


languished in their failure, never  appre- 


ciating the many other ways of a woman's 
earning her own livelihood. So imbued 
were they with the idea that a woman lost 
her dignity as such when working for her 
bread, for some years it was only the great- 
est necessity that drove many women to 
the acceptance of those positions in the 
commercial world upon which the indus- 
trious women of today put the greatest 
premium. 

When Mrs. Owen emerged from the cur- 
tained abode of the millinery department, 
and filled as well the position of ‘“‘clerk,”’ 
her pluck was attributed to her western 
origin, and the narrow-minded contingent 
of. that day regarded her very much as the 
same contingent regards the progressive 
and highly educated woman today. sgt 

But times have greatly changed, and 
there is scarcely a more contented lopking 
body of women anywhere than those occu- 
pying the positions of clerks or otherwise 
occupied in the dry goods and millinery 
houses of Atlanta. Instead of being re- 
garded as objects of curiosity, or subjects 
of wrecked fortunes, they are looked typon 
as industrious, deserving young . women, 
lucky in being capable of occupying the 
positions they fill. They are a wholesome 
lot of women, who enjoy their work and 
are as eager to advance and succeed in 
their field of labor as are the men enyzaged 
in the various manly professions. In the 
six dry goods houses, four milffwery estab- 
lishments, two notion stores and one lace 
house on Whitehall street alone, 384 women 
hold good and responsible positions. The 
fact that they are paid, as a rnie, smalier 
salaries than men holding similar positions 
cannot be the cause of their employment, 
for no sensible business man cf success 
would hazard the interest of his business 
by employing women umless they proved 
just as good and efficient workers as are 
men. These women in the Atlanta stores 
are not alone mere cierks, but hold respon- 
sible positions in the office department, and 
have the same business responsibilities as 
men occupying similar positions and draw- 
ing larger salaries. 

Next week the working force of all the 
large establishments will be doubled 
for the holiday trade. As it is this 
week, a memorandum of the women clerks 
and women otherwise occupied in dry goods 
houses, is as follows: In the exclusive 
retail millinery establishment of Bowman 
Bros., occupying one floor only, fourteen 
young women are constantly employed. In 
the dry goods house of Chamberlin, John- 
son & DuBose twenty-two women are em- 
ployed as clerks in the various departments, 
including the offices, while an extra number 


oni ually employed in the carpet de- 


High forty-eight women are employed in 


the various departments, th's number al- 
most doubled during the holiday season. 
In the dry goods house of Dougies & 
Davison the average number of women em- 
ployed is forty, not including the extra 
force of the holiday season. In Simon’s 
notion store eight women are employed; 
tn Froshin’s six are occupied. In the Lace 
store three women are employed. In the 
rew dry goods firm of Phillips, Welborn 
& Baker nine women are engaged as clerks. 
In the wholesule and retail millinery house 
of Regenstein, the firm first employing Mrs. 
Owen, the pioneer woman clerk, sixty-five 
women are employed, including clerks, mil- 
liners and those busy in the various de- 
partments. The millinery establishment of 
Kutz which has a wholesale and retail de- 
partment, employs as clerks, milliners ana 
otherwise, some forty-odd women. 

The Keely Company employ fn their dry 
goods department alone, including thoste 
occupied in the change and repairing of the 
cloak and wrap department, from thirty- 
eight to forty women. The firm of M. 
Rich & Bro. employ twenty-four women as 
clerks alone in their dry goods and cash 
department, while in the various depart- 
ments of carpets, dressmaking, repairing, 
etc., they keep occupied as many more. 

As this report merely includes the wo- 
men occupied in the dry goods and mil- 
linery houses,’ the number occupied in the 
var ous stores on but three biocks of White- 
hall street, on either side of the street, 
would develop figures in the thousands, 


which reflects greatest credit 91 the Lrac- 


tical spirit and industry of Atlanta wymen 
earning their own livelihood.

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4. Scheme That Will Be Smashed. 

There seems to be a keen desire on 
the part of of the various elements 
which held themselves aloof from the 
democratic party during the stress of 
the campaign last year, to restore what 
they are pleased to cail harmony. Their 
anxiety seems to be so great that they 
are constantly talking about it, especial- 
ly in those newspapers that gave the 
party the cold shoulder last vear. We 
are told that what is now needed is “har- 
mony,” and the public is further advisea 
that the organization should vew get 
together. 

Looking northward we find that the 
work of discovering pivotal states ha» 
begun, and promises to become a regu- 
lar political industry. We are told that 
all that is now necessary to democratic 
success is that thé party should “get 
together” on “a basis of mutual under- 
standing and harmony.” Those who 
are willing to go are invited to the top 
of the mountain and informed that “if” 
New York, New Jersey and Connecti- 
cut had voted for the democratic candi- 
dates in 1896, Bryan would have been 
made president, and that this resuit 
can be accomplished another day, if the 
great democratic party will consent to 
surrender its principles, 

Who is it that makes these stupendous 
promises? Look close at him, and you 
will find the same old satan, wearing the 
familiar grin. In all these years ie 
hasn’t turned a hair. His horns stick 
out and he can’t conceal hoof and tail. 


o 


The only wonder is that, with all his| 


ability and experience, he should appear 
before the honest democrats of the 
country with a proposition so supreme- 
ly silly that a child can see its weak- 
ness, 
But whether we look northward or 
whether we look gouthward, one signifi- 
cant fact looms up. In every instance, 
without exception, the proposition to 
strip the party of its principles by repu- 
diating the Chicago platform comes from 
men who either did their best to destroy 
the party by voting with the republi- 
cans, or who gave its candidates a left- 
handed support that was worse than op- 
position. These men constitute the ele- 
ments that are now calling out for “har- 
mony,’ and who want democrats to “get 
together.’’ Having deliberately destroyed 
their own standing and influence in the 
party, they are now declaring that the 
price which the organization must pay 
for their support is the surrender of its 
principles—the repudiation of its plat- 
form! : 
Has there ever been seen in our po- 
litical history a more ridiculous display 
of effrontery than which is exhibited by 
those who, after seeking in vain to crip- 
ple the party, are now striving to undo 
it through the medium of “harmony,” 
which involves a desertion of its prin- 
«ciples? Decency would seem to demand 
that so thinly disguised a scheme to 
cripple the party would be brought for- 
ward with some degree of modesty—that 
men who had opposed the organization 
would be conscious that their activity is 
open to suspicion; but the proposition 
to repudiate the Chicago platform for 
the sake of “harmony” bears the mark 
of neither modesty nor decency. 
These newspapers know what they are 
about, of course. On one side of their 
faces they have a “harmony” grin, and 
on the other side a very friendly wink 
for the money power. But it is most 
surprising that they should fail to sus- 
pect that the people see clear through 
their intentions. And yet their whole 
scheme, from beginning to end, not only 
lies on the surface, but is so proturberant 
that no man can fail to understand its 
purport. For what sort of “harmony” 
would the repudiation or the suppression 
of the Chicago platform produce in the 
party, in Georgia, Alabama, or in any 
demccratic state? To ask it is to an- 
swer it. The power and utility of the 
organization would be destroyed. — 
Mark the men who are demanding 
Or suggesting the repudiation of the Chi- 
cago platform and you will find that, 
- Without exception, they deserted the par- 
| ty last year, or, remaining with it, con- 
» tributed all they could to its defeat. 
- Their interests lie in maintaining the 
- single gold standard, and to do that they 

_ Would sacrifice all political principles 
aud aid in destroying all political par- 


ties. The democratic party will be 
stronger and much more harmonious as 
the result of their opposition than ft 
will be with their support, for suspition 
must necessarily attach to’ every doc- 
trine that they are willing to indorse, 
and to every candidate they are ready 
to support. 

In Alabama, which is to lead off next 
year with state and congressional elec- 
tions, the men who opposed the party 
tooth and toe-nail last year, are already 
talking about the necessity of “harmo- 
ny,” and are very anxious to have “fac- 
tionism” abolished. ‘“Factionism,” it 
must be remembered, is merely another 
name for belief in democratic principles. 
Stripped of all foolish phrases, the gold 
men and anti-democrats are denouncing 
belief in democratic principles and sup- 
port of the Chicago platform as “‘faction- 
ism,” and they insist that this sort of 
belief and support should be abolished 
for the sake of “harmony.” 

In other words, having done their best 
to destroy the democratic party ana 
failed, they now ask the democrats 
themselves to perform the work of de- 
struction by repudiating their party plat: 
form. This gold element will give no 
trouble whatever in Georgia. The gold 
men who are really democrats have re- 
turned to the party satisfied to allow the 
majority to frame the platforms. Those 
who are openly opposing the Chicago 
platform are neither numerous nor in- 
fluential enough*to attract any atten- 
tion. In Alabama they are somewhat 
more noisy—the result, no doubt, of the 
fact that Alabama’s election falls earlier 
in 1898 than other state elections. 

There is this consolation, however— 
those who are making the noise are the 
same old crowd who opposed and tried 
to destroy the party last year. Time has 
made no new accessions to their num- 
bers. They were whipped out in thae 
campaign, and they will be worse 
whipped next year. They cannot take 
the democratic party of Alabaha away 
from its principles. It will reaffirm in 
the most unmistakable way the Chica- 
go platform, just as Virginia and Ken- 
tucky did, and just as New York state 
would have done if a state convention 
had been called to nominate a candidate 
for judge of the court of appeals—just 
as the state democratic convention did 
last year. 

In Kentucky the democrats never were 
defeated until the gold men by chicanery 
and corruption adopted an undemocrat- 
ic platform. When that was done, not 
all the popularity and well-known democ- 
racy of Matt Hardin, the nominee, could 
save the party. How was the state res- 
cued? By a straightout democratic dec- 
laration and reaffirmation of the nation- 
al platform. 

It is too late for the gold men and an- 
ti-democrats to come to the party with 
offers of compromise in the interests of | 
harmony. They have seen their best 
hours. Let them try as they will, they 
cannot deceive democrats. There is no 
laek of harmony in the party. All true 
democrats stand on the Chicago plat- 
form, or accept it as expressing the aims 
and purposes of an overwhelming ma- 
jority of democratic voters. There are 
no factions, no divisions in the demo- 
eratic party. From one end of the coun- 
try to the other theres not a discordant 
note except from those who fought the 
party last year, and the only cry for 
harmony comes from those who, in a 
last wild desire to destroy the party, 
would haye it repudiate and abolish its 
principles and deny its platform. 

That igs the scheme in its nakedness, 
It will be smashed! Alabama will lead 
in the smashing, and Georgia wiil be a 
close second! 

It has been said that there are thou- 
sands of democrats in Alabama and in 
every other state who will not stand on 
the Chicago platform. But the same 
thing was said when Governor John- 
ston was making his campaign across 
the border; and the whole truth, simply 
stated, is that there fs not a democrat 
throughout the whole length and breadth 
of the land who refuses to siand on or 
accept the Chicago platform. There 
are anti-democrats who refuse even to 
accept it, and their numbers and influ- 
ence in the very states where they had 
their headquarters are in such small pro- 
portion to their pretensions that even 
their ablest leaders are retiring from 
their ranks in disgust. 

Democrats will not pay the price these 
political adventurers ask for “harmony.” 
The party will be true to its principles. 


Spanish Autonomy Spurned. 
Every American citizen who is not 


indifferent to his own birthright must 


heartily applaud the action of the Cuban 
patriots.in refusing to accept from Spain 
anything short of independence. Con- 
sidering what the island has courage- 
ously endured for three years past ip 
the sacred cause of human freedom, 
this uncompromising purpose of the Cu- 
ban patriots to resist oppression in what- 
ever guise it may be offered, is not un- 
worthy of the spirit which characterized 
our forefathers at Lexington and Bunk- 
er Hill. 

The fruits of peace are sweet, but not 
when purchased at the sacrifice of cher- 
ished principles; and if Cuba refuses to 
accept Spain’s offer of autonomy it is 
not for the reason that she is fond of 
bloodshed or desires to prolong the war 
unnecessarily. She would no doubt 
gladly retire from the field without one 
moment’s hesitation if she could satisfy 
herself that the principles fof which s% 
many of her brave sons have offered up 
their livés would not be compromised by 
such a course. Too well does she ap- 
preciate what war means to wantonly 
endure its horrors; too well, also, does 
she appreciate what Spanish home rule 
means to put herself deliberately into 
its shackles. ‘Autonomy has ne.uncer- 
tain ring to her. Others may be de- 
ceived by its sound, but experience has 
made her wise. Those who prate about 
autonomy and condemn Cuba for not ac- 
cepting Spain’s humane offer of home 
rule should take cdunsel of Cuba’s past 
experience. Time and again she has 
been prevailed upon by the siren of 
Spanish home rwle to abandon her fight 
for liberty with the assurance that she 
would never have occasion to regret it: 
but what has been the result of these 
relinquishments of her struggles? Noth- 
ing but heavier chains and deeper hu- 
miliation. . 
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_Thig time she has 
the fires of revolution —

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: 
fixed resolve to keep them burning 
until independence comes at last. Is 
this determination altogether withom 
reason? In response to this question 
every candid American, regardiess ot 
his party affiliations, must answer “‘no;” 
and however much the present national 
administration may have deviated from 
its declared principles with respect to 
the war in Cuba, there is hardly a man 
in this country who does not at heart 
sympathize with the unhappy island and 
fervently offer up the prayer: “God 
bless her.”’ 

But what of the proffer of autonomy 
which Spain igs now holding out to her 
colony? Is Cuba warranted in closing 
her eyes to the present offer of — 
rule on the ground that it seeks to wean 
her from the dream of independence 
which she has so long cherished? 

In the first place Spain proposes that 
the government of Cuba shall be com- 
posed of an insular parliament, divided 
into two chambers; while a governor 
general representing the home govern- 
ment shall exercise in its name the su- 
preme authority. What does this pro; 
posal mean if it does not mean that the 
legislative department of the govern- 
ment is to be subordinated to the su- 
preme dictates of a governor whom 
Spain herself reserves the right to ap- 
point? 
act certain measures for the regulation 
of the island so long as they meet with 
the favor of Spain’s dictatorial agent oc- 
cupying the seat of the executive; but 
who wants. self-government on such 
conditions? Of what avail is it to wear 
the frock of liberty if the chains of tyr- 
anny still bind the limbs? Well does 
Cuba know that Spain’s offer of home 
rule, though made with all the grace of 
virtuous compromise, is ut a change of 
fetters; and rather than. play into her 
treacherous hands she prefers yet long- 
er to try the temper of her sword. 

But other grave objections render if 
unsafe for Cuba to accept Spain’s offer 
of home rule. One of the legislative 
branches of the proposed government is 
designated as the council of administra- 
tion, and Spain proposes that this coun- 
cil shall consist of twenty-five members. 
only eight of which shall be elected and 
seventeen nominatéd by the government. 
Of course the effect of this provision 
would be to place the government even 
more completely in the power of Spain, 
and Cuba would be authorized in reject- 
ing Spain’s offer on this ground alone. 
But Spain proposes further that every 
member of the council shall be of pure 
Spanish blood, born upon the island or 
resident thereupon for four years. Could 
anything be more decidedly Spanish in 
its character or more repulsive to the 
spirit of the Cubans than this proffer of 
alleged autonomy on the part of Spain? 
Unnecessary bleodshed is criminal, but 
Cuba is warranted in keeping up the 
fight which she has started, and the un- 
affected sympathy of all christendom is 
with her. ; 

Liberty, in the end, cannot fail to re- 
ward the struggle which Cuba’s brave 
sons-are making. 

Paternalism in Legislation. 

The growing evil of paternalism is 
one against which our lawmakers should 
guard themselves carefully. Legislation 
carried beyond its proper limits is worse 
than legislation -not carried far enough. 
In the latter case it is simply inefficient; 
in the former case, tyrannical. 

Paternalism is oppcsed to the spirit 
of our democratic institutions. In such 
despotic countries as Russia, Turkey 
and Japan, where legislation usurps the 
funetions of parental government for 
the simple reason that oppression in 
those countries has not yet given place | 
to freedom, there may exist some color 
of excuse for the legislative 
bugbear of paternalism; but in free 
democratic America there exists no @x- 
cuse for it whatever. Our simple fore- 
fathers who experienced the evils of pa- 
ternalism under the oppressive yoke of 
Great Britain knew beiter than to fos- 
ter such a dangerous principle when 
once the independence of this -country 
was established. As far as the prin- 
ciple of individual liberty was consist- 
ent with the ends of democratic govern- 
ment properly administered they held 
tenaciously to that principle and be- 
queathed it as a sacred legacy to those 
who should come after them. 

All férms of legislation which seek to 
curtail unnecessarily the rights of indi- 
viduals or to usurp control of matters 
which do not properly belong to legis- 
lation are wrong. 

So far as this state is concerned pa- 
ternalistic measures have _ in almost 
every instance been overwhelmingly de- 
feated, but the disposition to drag pa- 
ternalism into legislation is to be de- 
plored.

A Needed Reform. 

We call the attention of our readers 
to an article published elsewhere in to- 
day’s issue of The Constitution which re- 
lates to the inefficient protection offered 
by the laws of this state to the property 
of helpless widows and orphans. 

Under the laws of this state guardians 
are required to give secure bonds condi- 
tioned upon the faithful performance c® 
their duties.

There is no law upon our statute book 
more tenderly considerate of the needs 
of helpless and dependent individuals 
than the one which provides for the ap- 
pointment of suitable trustees or guar- 
dians in such cases; and the ordinary 
in each county is solemnly enjoined to 
see that the statute is properly enforced. 

Every county officer in this sfate to 
whom the duty of executing the specific 
law in question is committed should 
be required to have every weak - bond 
securely strengthened so that every 
ward whose interests are imperiled by 
the loose system which prevails at pres- 
ent will be thoroughly protected from 
the possibility of loss.

Only 250 copies were 
printed, and the type was then distributed, 
so that‘in the course of time this particu- 
lar edition will come to the point of rarity, 
and each volume that is well preserved 
will fetch many times the price for which 
‘Mr. Meegan sells them. i 

There are many lovers of old books and 
many students of Georgia history who will 
be glad of an opportunity to secure a copy 
of the reprint, which is very finely” made 
and substantially bound, each copy being 
numbered and certified to by the publish- 
er. The book has wide margins, is printed 
from large, clear type and contains many 
engraved portraits of men who were the 
contemporaries of Genefal Jackson, some 
of them being very rare. 

But the chief value of the volume lies 
in the fact that it is a very distinct note 
of Georgia history, and highly important 
on that account, The “Life’’ is intended 
to be a eulogy on General Jackson, but it 
happens in this case that the public char- 
acter and services of the man answer per- 
fectly to the terms of eulogy. We know 
enough of the career of James Jackson, 
apart from the information to be obtained 
from this value, to be certain that Geor- 
gia and the cause of liberty never had a 
more unselfish or a more intrepid partisan. 
He was a partisan from the top of his 
head to the end of his toes, but always 
in behalf of the interests of the people; 
and that he was a democrat (democrats 
called themselves republidans in those 
days) of the most ultra and uncompromis- 
ing quality, despising heartily everything 
that was not democratic. 

He was a partisan of the people in the 
war for independence and a partisan of 
the people in politics, hating venality and 
corruption with a hatred so fiery that he 
came near seorching some of his friends. 
He played a conspicuous part in the war, 
especially in Georgia, but that part of his 
career remains unwritten because the his- 
tory of the war in Georgia has never been 
written. It has hardly been hinted at. And 
what a toss it is to posterity! For it was 
in the region of Wilkes and Burke coun- 
ties that the friends: of liberty in this re- 
public made their most desperate stand. 
Rapine, pillage, the torch, the rope, as- 
sassination and massacre did not conquer 
them. Again and again they rallied there 
and kept alive the fires of liberty among 
those who were faint-hearted. 

There is a statement in Mr. Charlton’s 
preface to his book which is not without its 
pathetic suggestion. ‘‘My heart is influenced 
by a very sincere affection for Georgia and 
her people, and if sufficient encouragement 
was given me I would immediately under- 
take a history of the revolution in this 
state, in Which I could expose the in- 
justice done to our homes and patriots by 
all the historians.’’ Alas and alack! the 
encouragement was not forthcoming at 
that timely moment and so the history of 
the war in Georgia remains unwritten. Mr. 
Charlton had gathered considerable memo- 
randa, but the probability is that these 
papers have been dispersed; but even if 
they were intact, the modern would-be his- 
torian would have no more encouragement 
than Mr. Chariton found. This is to be re- 
retted. but it cannot be amended. 

Nevertheless, I think there are men of

Out of the multitude -of conflicting 
schemes of currency reform which are 
now urged upon the people, a fundamental 
isgue is shaping itself, which will have 
to be decided before any measure of per- 
manent utility can be arrived at. It is 
this: Shall the paper,money of the nation 
be issued exclusively by che banks, or 
shall it be issued exclusively by the 
government? At present both agencies 
are in operation, and each one is strug- 
gling for supremacy over the other. This 
condition of things cannot last. One or 
the other of the two rivals must surren- 
der to the other, and leave to it the func- 
tion of supplying the people with currency 
other than coin. 

Progress toward shaping the fifial issue 
we have mentioned has already got so far 
as that the advocates of bank currency 
are divided into two parties, one that 
desires to have the bank currency guar- 
anteed by the government and redeemed 
through its treasury; and one that de 
sires to have it independent of the gov- 
ernment, and issued as it was thirty-five 
years ago, by each bank against its own 
assets, and redeemed only at the counter 
of the bank issding it. The advocates of 
a government guaranteed and government 
redeemed currency do not differ in princi- 
ple from those who advocate the issue of 
currency by the government direct. 
difference igs that the partisans of the 
banks contend that the profits of the 
issue shal] inure to the banks and not to 
the government. The government is to 
print the notes, take charge of the fund 
for their redemption, redeem them when 
presented, and pay them when the banks 
fail to pay them. That the government 
might as well @o the business on its own 
account and for its own benefit is too 
plain to need demonstration. As for al- 
lowing the thousands of little banks all 
over the country to issue notes at pleas- 
ure, and let the people take the risk vf 
their being good, that is an absurdity, 
which needs only to be seen to be re- 
jected. 

In the present conflict The Sun takes 
the only logical and sound position. It is, 
that ali the paper money of the country 
shall be issued by the government direct- 
ly and and redeemed by it @irectly, with- 
out employing the banks to do it and pay- 
ing them for it by paying them interest 
on bonds purchased with the money which 
it guarantees, Still less should the banks 
be allowed to issue circulation without 
security and without limit.

Aggusta, November 27.—(Special Staff 
Correspondence.)—The crisis to the mu- 
picipal campaign in Augusta has come, 
The finish is in sight. Only three more 
days remain before it will be known who 
for the next three years will be the munic- 
tpal head of the city government—whether 
the palm of mayoralty success will be 
waved before the victorious march of 
Patrick Walsh, of Daniel Kerr, or of W. 


M. Dunbar. 

In these days which remain there will 
come a great the harrowing 
strain which has strung up to a tight 
tension the nerves of every citizen of this 
seething place. This closes a campaign re- 
‘matkable in every feature, and with the 
ending the bitter rancor, the penetrating 
personalities, the charge and the counter 
charge, the plot and the counter plot have 
all fared forth again, until tonight Augus- 
ta is a raging chaos of political confusion. 
The 1897 campaign for the mayoralty of 
Augusta will be traditional ag the most 
exciting municipal battle in the annals of 
the state. 

As to the result, if present conditions 
hold good and confidenee of candidates is 
any indication of strength, for the follow- 
ing term there will be a triune administra- 
tion, and the Kerr-Walsh-Dunbar trinity 
wii have to siice up affairs and parcel 
out their own third portions. 

But—fots which now look even, divided 
will fall next Wednesday, and just on 
which side of the line the greater division 
is going to come is the problem now caus- 
ing old men tear their hair and women 
to weep with anxiety. The situation is fas- 
cinatingly uncertain. 

To be more définite, this uncertainty 
hinges On the negro vote. It is a boodle 
campaign, and admitted on all sides as 
such.

‘feconstruction have been politically apa- 
_ thetic, have unlimbered and are going into 
“the fight with marveious activity. In the 
storehouse, in the parlor, in the dance 
hall, at the theater you can hear only ene 
topic, and the man who ig not posted upon 
évery feature of the situation is almost 
Ostracised. 

At the saloons drinks are served free 
and the charge made to the campaign 
fund. Bets are being’ made for large 
amounts everywhere—betting upon the gen- 
eral result, upon the votes in wards and on 
the majority of favorite candidates. Clubs 
have been organized among the negroes, 
bicycle clubs, religious clubs, educational 
Clubs dnd every other kind of organizatian 
formed by which there is any possibility 
for’ votes to be influenced or bunched.

Dunbar, the Dangerous. 


No less a dangerous candidate for the 
other two men is Judge W. M. Dunbar, 
the postmaster. 

He is a man of superior political saga- 
city, a veteran with a daring record, a 
gentleman of high sense of honor in all 
thifigs, and withal a good business man: 
There is eloquence in the empty sleeve 
of Judge. Dunbar more appealing than 
the stump oratory of those who oppose 
him. 
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If you talked to him for five minutes . 


his delicate sense of honor would make 
the most telling impression. There is al- 
most the soft refinement of a woman in 
his manner and always the considerate 
courtesy of the old-time gentleman. 

Judge Dunbar is basing his campaign 
upon a high moral ground. He nor his 
friends, as fag as I could, learn, have nor 
will pay out a cent to oblain negro votes. 
A significant incident occurred when I 
called at his office. <It was early in the 
morning, but he was at his desk and near 
by as I entered was a darky in consulta- 
tion. The judge dismissed him with a 
wave of his only arm. The negro called 
him to the door. 

“Boss,” he said, 
today: I’m kinder hard up and need a 
little money.” 

Judge Dunbar frowned. 

‘Tl am sorry,” the said, “Ihave nothing 
to lend you. I’m iending no money in 
this campaign.” 

Then he closed the door and turned to 
talk over the issues of the race. Judge 
Dunbar, it is a@mitted, w.ll carry the first 
ward by a good vote, and his friends de- 
clare that he will have a sweeping vote 
among the best citizens, men who con- 
demn the methods which have been em- 
ployed in conducting the eampaign of 
his opponents. 

Among the veterans he expects to get 
a strong vote, and it was mainly in reply 
to their call that he announced his pur- 
pose to make the race. « 

As Mr. Walsh and Mr. Kerr are both 
Catholics, it is supposed that Judge Dun- 
bar will get the full American Protective 
Association vote. 

He is not himself an American I rotective 
Associationist, and in his talk made denial 
that he was connected with this organiza- 
tion. His support by this element, how- 
ever, is unquestioned. The Tribune has 
been making a plucky fight for Judge 
Dunbar, therefore he is supposed to be 
the choice of the populists. It is said that 
all Watsonites will be for him, 

As to the negro vote, the friends of 
Judge Dunbar believe that he will have 
his share of the unpurchasable colored 
element. He has made no attempt to bribe 
them. He has held out Bo boodle bags. 
He has discouraged any attempt to corrupt 
his constituents, and is therefore Kniw»n 
as “the purity candidate.” 

There was a report put out yesterday 
to the effect that Judge Dunbar would with- 
draw, but this was prdmptly refuted. It

The Situation to Date. 


This is the situation as it presents itself 
to the three candidates at this time. 

All are confident of success and the 
friends of all are giving loyal support. 
While a great amount of work is done dur- 
ing the day, the most important campaign- 
ing takes place at night at the ward meet- 
ings. Promptly at 7 o’cleck each night 
a large’ wagon drives up in front of The 
Chronicle office. It is filled with speakers 
and Mr. Walsh takes the front seat. Some- 
times there is a band along and this starts 
up at intervals. . 

Thus the various Walsh meetings are 
visited. The Campaign has been long and 
furious from the start, but all have passed 
through it in good Shape and the voice of 
Mr. Walsh is as trumpet-like as ever. Mr. 
Kerr does not count much upon his ability 
as an orator. He is a systematic worker 
and knows where all the wires of his 
campaign radiate. 

Judge Dunbar moves in a quiet, myste- 
rious way his wonders to perform, but it 
is just as effectual as other methods and 
accomplishes much. 


As to Registration. 

During this campaign the largest regis- 
tration Augusta has ever known has been 
scored. Nothing like it was ever known 
in the history of the city. Following shows 
the registration in the different wards:

Preparing the Bullpens. 

As I have stated, the feature of the fight 
on Wednesday will be the traffic in colored 
votes. Already bullpens plans have been 
made and these will be carried through 
effectually. 

It is said that there are a number of fic- 
titious names in the second and _ fourth 
wards. The Walsh men state that the Kerr 
men have stuffed these lists and in return 
from the Kerr crowd the same charge is 
made against their opponents. . 

It is said that in the hands of some heel- 
er is a book containing the names ficti- 
tiously registered. The plan is next morn- 
ing to ‘“‘bull-pen’’ the negroes and march 
a number corresponding to the fictitious 
names on the lists up to the polls and vote 
all in a buneh. 

This scheme can be worked only in a 
small way for recently there has been a 
complete revision of the registration lists. 


The Employment of Labor. 


“Employment” is a great word in the 
Augusta campaign. It covers a multitude 
of sins. These negroes are not bribed; they 
are ‘‘employed,’’ and they are given so much 
for their services each day. ‘lhere is noth- 
ing illegitimate in this. 

Right here may be told a plan which 
some state will be used by the supporters 
of Mr. Kerr. At least, the charge is made 
and that is that on next Wednesday the 
city may decide to employ 1,000 men. It 
may be necessary to extend the Georgia 
railroad to the waterworks plant. Next 
day the city might decide to dismiss this 
large force, but what is that. There is 
nothing illegal. 

To counter balance this the Kerr forces 
are telling of a trip made by several sup- 
porters of Mr. Walsh to Savannah for pur- 
pose of obtaining funds to be used on De- 
cember Ist. 

Of course, it is bitterly denied, but the 
charge comes nevertheless. 


Rigid Rules in Force. 


The most rigid rules have been put in 
force, and the polling places are decidedly 
unique. The announcement of the rules 
is interesting. After stating the lecation 
of the polling places, these fermai rules 
declare: 

‘‘In the first ward there will be four boxes 
—two white and two colored, requiring six 
managers. 

“in the second ward there will be four 
boxes—iwo white and two colored. There 
will be six managers. 

“in the third ward there will be the 
same—four boxes, two white and two col- 
ored, and six managers. 

“In the fourth ward there will be six 
boxes—three white and three colored. There 
w.ll be nine managers. 

“In the fifth ward there will be three 
boxes—two white and one coiored, There 
will be six managers. 

“After the registry lists have been count- 
ed the alphabet will be divided, as equally 
as practicable, between the boxes, and 
voters will be required to vote in the boxes 
according to that aiphabetical division. 

‘The accompany/.g illustration is that 
of the booth in thé fourth ward. The illus- 
tration explains itself. The same kind of 
beoths will be in the other wards, except 
there will not more boxes for voting 
than stated above. One representative each 
of the three mayoralty candidaies are given 
places tn the space marked a-a. This ap- 
lies whether there are one or more voting 

xes at any booth. These representatives 
will not be permitted to have or use registry 
lists, or copies thereof.”’ 

The following rules of election, which 
were adopted by the police committee, to- 
gether with the footnotes and other ex- 
planatory notes on the accompenying illus- 
trat.on, give the fullest possibie informa- 
tion as to the arrangements for the elec. 
tion, 

The rules governing the election are as 
follows: 

‘1. The voting shall be done within in- 
closures, as shown by a diagram. Sufficient 
boxes shall be provided to permit of ali 
legal voters exercising their right of suf- 
frage during the hours prescribed by law, 
as shown by the diagram, fences of inclos- 
ure to be four feet six inches high.

“Just exactly how the candidates 
can best be told from the taiks of their 
strongest supporters. .During my _ stay 
here I saw many of the most ardent 
political spirits.

THE SENTIMENT WAS BULLISH 


Stocks Closed Strong at About Top 
Prices, Sugar Leading—The 
Grangers Were Strong. 


New York, November 27.—The stock mar- 
ket awoke from its lethargy today and dia 
@ very lively business in the second hour 
of Saturday’s short session. The volume 
of dealings and general movement Ol 
prices were greater than have been seen 
for several weeks past. The appearance 
on the board room floor of one of the prin- 
cipal operators during the summer rise in 
prices and the distribution ofl arge orders 
for his account, were undoubtedly the prin- 
cipal cause of the rise. The resistance of 
the market during the week to pressure 
and the gradual hardening of prices in 
epite of the dullness, had laid the founda- 
tion of an advance in prices under any 
confident leadership. Leather was strong, 
and helped along the rise. Gains of abour 
@ point or over were registered in'the gran- 
ger shares, the coalers and a number of 
trunk lines. The southen lines lagged in a 
rather conspicuous manner notwithstand- 
ing the strong statement of the Atchison 
company for October, showing an increase 
in net earnings of $135,799. No small pari 
of the strength in the railway lst was due 
to the anticipation that the supreme court 
upon reassembling on Monday after its au- 
tumn recess, will hand down a decision in 
the Nebraska maximum freight rate case 
favorable to the railroads. This decision 
has long been looked forward to give an 
upward impetus to prices, and prices have, 
in fact, been several times advanced on the 
essumption that it would be favorable ana 
have subsequently reacted. Sugar was 
strong, and easily led the list withyan ad- 
vance of 1% on reports that a 4ecisison 
from the treasury department would soon 
be forthcoming applying the countervailing 
duty clause to Dutch refined sugars. The 
bank statement was about what ‘was ex- 
pected. Although there was an actual 
increase in the cash reserve of $3,338,700 the 
legal reserve Was raised by more than 
that amount owing to the tremendous in- 
crease of $16,744,100 in the deposits. The 
Surplus reserve in consequence has fallen 
off by $847,325. The excess of the increase 
in deposits over that fn loans reflects the 
movement of currency from the interior to 
this center. The large proportions of the 
increases in loans and _ deposits are, o1 
course, reflections of the Union Pacific pay- 
ment on Monday. 

The condition of the money market, pres- 
ent and grospeéective, has been of greater 
interest ali the week than the stock mar- 
ket. The heavy Union Pacific payment 
made not the slightest impression on the 
market. Of course the fact that the gov- 
eroment left the whole amount on deposit 
after its payment obviated its actual with- 
drawal from the market, but the fact re- 
mains that the raising «f an enormous 
emount of cash was effected and an exten- 
sive shifting of loans and credits accom- 
plished that would inevitably have a stif- 
fening rate for money somewhat had the 
T™market been in a  ~»plethoric condition. 
Even the resumption of business activity 
in the south on the removal of the yellow 
fever quarantine has failed to result in 
any notable demand for money from that 
guarter. The west is sending money to 
New York bank vaults, that region being 
pientifully supplied, as the result of paying 
off of long standing obligations. Chicago 
banks are reported to have several million 
dollars joaned in Germany as the resuit of 
grain bills purchased at that center. which 
have not yet been drawn against the ex- 
change bills. This operation involves the 
purchase of long exchange to hold until 
maturity, and New York banks have loan- 
ed money abroad by a similar operation. 
This doubtless accounts in part for the 
firmness of the foreign rates in the face 
of the continued heavy exports of food 
stuffs. There has also been some buying 
of long sterling for investment during the 
w : on the supposition that the 
balance of trade may have shifted by the 
time it matures and so have raised the 
rates for exchange. 

Tt is worthy of special notice in that 
connection that the imports of dry goods 

general merchandise for the week at 
New York show an increase of $2.573.475, or 
nearly 46 per cent over those of last year, 
and they exceed those of the correspond- 
ing period of last year by over $1,000,000. 
If this indicates a gettied tendency of for- 
eign trade, it will not only mark the be- 
pening of a settlement of the heavy trade 
alance in our favor. which is a potential 
factor in the case of the domestic money 
market, but it marks an increase in the 
government's revenues on imports ani 
consequent decrease in the deficit which is 
constantly running from the treasury into 
the channels of the money market. The 
foreign exchange market has probably felt 
the effect of the week’s sales of American 
securities for London account in this mar- 
ket. London has sold quite steadily of the 
stocks which make up the bulk of ordinary 
arbitrage operations. But there have also 
been large sales of high grade investment 
bonds by that center, ecwing to the high 
Tange of prices prevailing here. mit- 
to pay for these have helped to 
keep the exchange market firm. The stock 
market has offered absolutely no feature 
of interest during the week. 
As the result of today’s stre . the list 
generally shows small net gains.

FULTON HAS MANY 
WORTHLESS BONDS 


} Records Show a Large Number of Sureties 
Are Insolvent. 


MANY GIVE IN NO PROPERTY 


Majority of the Bondsmen Return 
Less Than the Law Exempts. 


MANY LARGE ESTATES HAVE NO PROTECIION 


ene 


In Many Instances the Bondsmen and 
Their Sureties Own No Property 
That Could Be Held Liable. 


For every estate left to a widow, an or- 
phan, a lunatic or an idiot or any person 
supposed by law to be incapable of man- 
aging his property without assistance, the 
law rcquires a guardian or an administra- 
tor to be appointed. 

The recorda for the past six years show 
that in Fulton county there were given 265 
bonds to secure these estates from loss. 
On these bonds there were 434 sureties. 
From an examination of the tax digests 
for the same period of time it appears that 
of the 265 bonds 151 were good and il4 
were worthless, furnishing no secutrity 
whatever. 

One hundred and forty-eight sureties gave 
in no taxes for the year in which they 
were appointed; n‘nety-eight sureties gave 
in and paid on property valued at less than 
$1,600; forty-one sureties have their prop- 
erty mortgaged for as much as it is re- 
turned for taxation at; 287 of the sureties 
on these 265 bonds are bad; 147 of the sure- 
ties on these 265 bonds are good. The total 
amount of these 265 bonds is $1,903,773. 

The total amount returned for taxation 
by the sureties on these bonds {1s $1,733,982, 
from which should be deducted the amount 
of encumbrances, mortgages and judgments 
Which are a first Hen on their property, 
, and from which should be deducted $1,600, 
which amount is exempt for each of the 
434 bondsmen, or ths sum of $694,400. Leav- 
ing to protect $1,903,773, the sum of 1,039,582, 
Or about one-half of the proper amount. 

Some time ago the attention of The Con- 
stitution was called to the fact that many 
of the bondsmen and sureties now on rec- 
ord were insolvent, and an investigation 
was begun with the above results. 

An executor, whose duties are practically 
the same as those of a guardian or an 
administrator, differs from them in that 
he is always appointed by will of the de- 
ceased person leaving the property, or the 
person to be cared for. These guardians 
who are known in the law as trustees, are 
intrusted with the absolute care and man- 
agement of persons and property of their 


wards. Their power is unlimited and every , 
| things. The figures show that for a total 
| of $1,903,773 bonds represented by 265 trus- 


possible restriction should be thrown around 
it. To this end the law requires that bonds 
be given by guardians and administrators, 


& mere matter of form, but in order that 
in case of loss, waste, or mismanagement 


of the estate, if the trustee is insolvent or: 
unable to answer a judgment for his" mis-' 


management, the bondsman can be held 
and his property taken for the misconduct 
of the guardian, administrator, etc. 


It will thus be seen that every bondsman | 
should be worth at least the amount he is | 


surety for; but the law allows him an 
exemption of $1,600 in these cases; .so that 
in every instance a bond should be signed 
by a surety who is worth at least $1,600 
more than the amount of the bond, so 
that if he claims that exemption, there 
will still be enough left to pay any loss. 
The surety should, in every case, be worth 
this amount above all indebtedness, be- 
cause any other indebtedness which has 
been reduced to mortgage, judgment 
or lien of any character would come in 
ehead of a bond. 


What the Records Show. 


. An examination of the ordinary’s. office 

of Fulton county, the ordinary's office be- 
ing the one in which these bonds are reg- 
istered from aborft 189 to date, shows that 
there have been 265 bonds accepted during 
that period. These bonds were signed by 
434 persons as securities. The tax returns 
for these 434 sureties show that 148 of them 
gave in no property for ttaxes during the 
year in which they were accepted as bonds- 
men, and the tax books show that 98 ot 
them gave in and paid on property valuea 
at less than $1,600 the year they were ac- 
cepted as bondsmen. As $1,600 exemption 
is allowed in these cases, it is immediately 
apparent that these bonds were absolutely 
worthless. 

Forty-one of the other bondsmen of the 
434 have mortgaged the property they dia 
own fomas much as they returned it for 
taxation, and out of the 434 sureties, only 
147 of them are worth the amount of the 
bonds signed by them, over the homestead 
and over the amount of the mortgages. 
Therefore, out of the 434 persons who have 
signed as bondsmen, if there should be a

loss, not one cent could be made out of 28: | 


of them, while only 147, or about 331-3 per 
cent, of the sureties are good. In making 
this statement every doubtful bond is rated 
as ‘‘good,” the benefit of the. doubt in every 
case befng given the bondsmen. 

Out of the total 26 bonds, the sureties on 
114 of them are either absolutely worth- 
less so far as the tax returns show, or the 
sureties on each bond combined do not pay 
taxes on property to the amount of the 
bond. ‘This shows that the bonds which 
are taken by the ordinary as good appar— 
ently were worthleas at the time that they 
were taken, or that the sureties did no. 
make proper returns to the tax collector, 
or that they own property not required to 
be returned for taxation. When it is con- 
sidered that these bonds were given for 
the protection of the helpless, too much 


care cannot be exercised by the ordinary. 


in accepting them. 

The class of people supposed to be pro- 
tected are compelled by the law to trust 
to the honesty of the trustees and the se- 
curity supposed to be afforded by the bona. 
In case of loss, the only recourse is to hola 
the principal in the bond and his sureties 
for the loss. When bondsmen and sureties 
are worthless, the loss falls et once On 
those who are least able to bear it. 

An examination of the records show that 
many bonds that were good at the time 
they were given are today worse than 
worthless. There is one bond [n the or- 
dinary's office for $34,000 which lacked $20,- 
000 of being good at the time it was taken, 
but which is now, according to the tax 
returns, worth only $890. There is another 
for $20,000 where the sureties only give in 
$1,100 now. These are only two instances 
out of the 265. 


What the Law Requires. 


It is the duty of the ordinary in each 
county in every case of this kind to re 
quire the bond at once to be strengthened, 
and if he does not.do so, he is, theoretica)- 
ly probably Mable on his own bond; but he 
is only required to give a bond for $1,000, 
and this is given, as the code says, “‘as the 
bond of the clerk of the court of ordinary.” 
The ordinary under this insufficient bond otf 
$1,000 has upder his control hundreds ot 
thousands of dollars. In the 265 bonds in 
Fulton county which The Constitution has 
investigated, he has a total of $1,903,773. 

Fearing the insecurity of personal bonds 
many people appeal to the ordinary to have 
the county administrator apointed, and 
where men of the probity and standing 
of Captain C. L. Anderson, who far a long 
time was the county administrator, and OL 
Mr. James Banks, who is the county ad- 
ministrator at present, hold the position, 
they are secure; but where there gre men 
of less ability and integrity, estates are h- 
able to serious loss, because the county 
administrator who is permitted to handle 
any amount of property that is placed in 
his charge is only required to give a $5,000 
bond, although. he may represent 100 es- 
tates, where the guardians or administra- 
tors would be required to give 100 differ- 
ent bondsmen. 

The Constitution has now on file in its 
office the result of the enormous amount of 
work it has done in the investigation 0. 
this matter in the shape of tabulated state- 
ments showing the names of the guardians 
in one column, the names of the suretie» 
in another, the names of the minors, wid- 
ows or orphans in another, the amount or 
the bond in another column and its date 
the amount of the tax returns when the 
bond was accepted and the amount of thr 
taxes returned in 1896.

average the same as the bonds in Fulton 
county, they administer $12,496,704 worth of 
property every year; their bonds being 
given for long terms of years, in many 
cases will average a period of five years, so 
it will be seen what an enorm.us power is 
wielded over the property of the state by 
trvstees with practically no safeguard at 
present, and the ordinary who bonds them 
is amendable to no power for his misiakes 
or his incompetency, so that if the ordinary 
errs in the appointment of a trustee, and 
in addition to this gross mistake fails to 
take the proper bond, the dependent cless 
of orphers and widows are left with abso- 
lutely no protection. There was appointed 
by an ordinary in Georgia last month a 
trustee for a property worth $25,000, who 
Was proven in open court to be a common 
drunkard. 
The System Is Inadequate. 

The whole system of the state is honey- 
combed with aprointments of this kind, 
where the bad character of the appointee 
is a guarantee that he will do nothing but 
mismanage the estate, and where the sure- 
ties on the bond are not worth the paper 
the bond is written on. 

A very brief resume of the law shows that 
every guardian is required to give a bond 
with good and sufficient security to be ap- 
proved by the ordinary, in double the 
smount of the supposed property of the 
wards, for the faithful discharge of his 
duty and a subsequent compliance as to 
all matters of form shall be sufficient, and 
at any time that new property shall accrue 
to the ward the ordinary may require the 
bond to be increased, and if for any reason

The law also provides that suit may be 
brought against « guardian and his sure- 
ties in the same suit without first suing the 
guardian, and even if the appointment of 
the guardian is void, lis sureties are never- 
‘theless bound as if it were a valid appoint- 
ment, 

The law is much the same in regard to 
administrators, temporary administrators, 
however, being required to give bond in 
only double the amount of the personal 
property, and any person who is interested 
May require an administrator who has 
not given bond to do so with a good and 
sufficient security. 

In case of the removal of an administra- 
tor, the law makes his sureties liable for all 
of his acts up to the time of his settle- 
ment with the new administrator, or the 
distributees of the estate, and the heirs tt 
law, if there is no new administrator, may 
Sue the old administrator and his sureties 
for an account and settlement, and in case 
an administrator fails to give bond within 
fifteen days after his appointment, a new 
administrator shall be appointed. 

Executors are not required to.give bond, 
as they are appointed by will, unless it is 
apparent to the ordinary that they are 

ing the estate , : 

The same pfovisions that apply to guar- 
dians; administrators and executors, as 
above set out, apply to guardians of 
idiots. lunatics and persons who are non 
compos mentis. 

Here Is Suggested the Remedy, 

The remedy for the existing state of af- 
fairs is two-fold. First, the proper amend- 
ment of the existing laws. Second, the 
enforcement oft the present laws and of 
the laws as they sha!l be amended. 

The laws should be changed so that 
every guardian should give a good and 
sufficient bond to be approved by the or- 
dinary in double the amount of the sup- 
posed value of the property, and every 
matter of form should be exactly carried 
out instead of making ‘‘substantial com- 
pliance as to all matter of form” sufficient. 

Every guardian, administrator, ete, 
should be required to furnish a bondsman 
who will make an affidavit that he is 
worth, over and above the homestead, the 
amount of the bond, and that such proper- 
ty worth the amount of the bond, over 
and abeve the homestead, is absolutely un- 
incumbered by mortgage or otherwise. 
Failure on the part of the ordinary to re- 
quire such oath and faflure on hig pari to 
investigate the tax returns of the proposed 
bondsman should subject himto a fine for 
every such failure, and the’law should be 
changed so that a bondsman making fa!se 
Oath in his affidavit should be held as 
guilty as if he had committed perjury and 
purnished accordingly. The ordinary should 
be required to give a much larger bond 
than $1.000, and the bond should be given 
for his acts as ordinery, and not as clerk 
of the court of ordinary, as at present pro- 
vided, and the guardian offering a surety 
worth less than the amount of the bond, as 
above explained, should be held. guilty of 
misdemeanor and punished accordingly. 

It should be made the duty of every or- 
dinary, by an express statute, made plainer 
than it is at present, to proceed at stated 
periods to investigate the solvency of every 
bondsman in his office, thus seeing that 
the estates in his care are properly cared 
for, and his failure to do so should be 
punished by a proper penalty. 

Section 2530 of the code, in regard to the 
strengthening of bonds, should be amended 
so that the ordinary should be required to 
give notice to the guardian to come for- 
ward immediately to strengthen bis bond. 
instead of giving him notice to come for- 
ward at the next term of the court. 

The law in the case of al! temporary ad- 
ministrators should be changed so. that 
temporary adraoinistrators should gtve bond 
in double the amount of all property, in- 
stead of double the amount of the personal 
‘property, as at present. 

The law should be changed so that an 
administrator should be required to give 
bond within five days, instead of fifteen 
days, as the law at present stands,

Smash the Pelayo’s Armored Flanks 
in Veru Short Order.

It 
‘jg not necessary to describe the ‘probable 
outcome of a fight between the combined 
ships of the American and Spanish navies. 
It if enough -to take the crack vessels of 
Spain and of the United States and pit 
them against each other in single combat 
to the death. 

The finest ship !n the Spanish navy is 
undoubtedly the Pelayo, a steel battleship 
built in France. She would find a foeman 
worthy of her powder and shot in the 
crack United States battleship Indiana. A 
naval expert to whom was submitted the 
question of the probable outcome of a fight 
between these two formidabie fighting ma- 
chines has, after careful consideration, 
given his decision as follows: 

“Only by hauling down her flag within a 
yery short time after the opening of the 
engazement could the Pelayo hope to save 
herself from being sent to the bottom of 
the sea under the terrific broadside that 
would be brought to bear upon her from 
the powerful batteries of the Indiana. The 
dcomed Pelayo would have to face a siorm 
of shot and shell fired from four thirteen- 
inch, eight eight-inch and four six-inch 
breechloading rifles, which constitute the 
main battery of the Indiana. Then not 
staggering under the crash of this enorm- 
ous mass of metal she would be battered 
and hammered by the twenty-six-pounder 
guns of the secondary battery,, while the 
men composing her ctew would be shot 


%, down by the deadiy hail poured in from 


six one-pounder rapid fire guns and four 
gatlings. True, the Pelayo is protected by 
an armor belt seventeen and three-quarter 
inches thick, or only one-quarter of an 
inch thinner than the armor of the In- 
diana, but this will avail her little. The 
Pelayo’s weakness in a contest of this 
kind would be that, although practically 
the same size as the Indiana, she can 
throw only two-thirda as much metal in 
one discharge of her forty-eight-ton and 
thirty-eight-ton breechloading rifles. 

“The contest would be a brief one for an- 
other reason. The Pelayo is a piug-ugly 
looking fighting craft and very terrible so 
far as appearances go, but appearances in 
her case are worse than deceiving. Her 
very ugliness is a source of weakness, for 
it is due chiefly to the fact that she looms 
big and high out of the water, seeming to 
be a great deal heavier and more terrible 
than the low-lying Indiana. The Indiana 
could not have a finer mark on which to 
train her thirteen-!nch guns than the mas- 
sive hull of the Pelayo. In a close quarter 
fight, which the commander of the Indiana 
would naturally seek, not a shot from the 
Indiana’s guns could go astray, while the 
guns of the Spanish boat would have to be 
depressed to an awkward angle in order to 
reach the hul of the United States vessel. 

“Tn the’ matter of speed the vessels are 
evenly matched, both being able 
to steam sixteen knots an hour, 
so that neither would have the 
advantage of greater speed in ma- 
neuvering, but the unwieldy Pelayo, with 
her enormous bulk above the water line, 
would be a plaything in the hands of tho 
Indiana, which can be worked with an ease 
that will enable her to bring her tremen- 
dous ram in close proximity to the Pelayo's 
side before the latter has recovered from 
the first crushing broadside. 

“The United States ship would have the 


; immense advantage of being the aggressor 


from start to finish of the fight, while the 
Spanish boat would be on the defensive, 


with nothing but her armor to save her: 


‘from being crushed and sent to the bot- 
tom. How long this armor would enable 
her to keep the flag flying while replying 
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An Artist’s Idea of an Engagement Between the Inpiana, Our Crack Battleship, and the Petayo, Spain’s Finest Fighting Machine. 
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to the Indiana’s broadside with her com- 
paratively feeble batteries is a matter that 
can be easily figured out by those who have 
seen the effect of thirteen-inch shells on 
steel belts. It has only to be borne in 
mind that the Indiana can at one discharge 
of her guns throw 6,724 pounds of metal, 
to be seen what a poor showing the Span- 
ish boat would be able to make. 

“The total muzzle energy of the guns of 
the Indiana, measured in ‘foot-tons’—that 
is to lift so many tons a foot—is 370,000, or 
more than double that of the Pelayo. These 


figures are underestimated if anything. | 
For instance, I have said that the Indiana 
steams sixteen knots: But battleships are 
not intended to make speed. They are made 
to fight, and in a fight between the Indiana 
and the Pelayo I think I have shown that 
the man who will be praying that some 
superhuman power will aid him to make 
more. speed. than any vessel that ever 
flaated will be the commander of the Span- 
ish battleship. His greatest desire will be 
to put on steam enough to carry him far 
beyond the reach of the Indiana’s ram, 


but they will certainly never enable him 
to get away from the 3,299 pounds of metal 
which the Indiana can throw ahead while 
steaming after a beaten adversary.” 

In order that the statements of the naval 
expert may be supplemented by a graphic 
portrayal of a fight between the champion 
of Spain and the United States, a famous 
marine artist, who had made a life-long 
study of the relative merits of rival battle- 
ships, has drawn the accompanying illus- 
tration, showing the Indiana and Pelayo 
during the last stage of an jmaginary en- 


gagement. With her conning towers shot 
away and her sides rent and torn by the 
terrible pounding from the Indiana, the 
Pelayo its still making a gallant attempt 
to stand off her antagonist. It is her last 
dying struggle, however. Her water line 


lies exposed to the thirteen-inch guns in 
the forward battery of the Indiana. The 
mistake of ther designers in not placing 
more of her bulk beneath the waves’ is 
about to cost her dearly. One of the guns 
of the Indiana, depressed so as to reach 
this vulnerable point is ready to belch forth 


its terrible contents, and this will end the 
conflict. 

Should it not do so, the commander of 
the Indiana has another card to play, and 
this time a sure winner. He has maneuv- 
ered his boat so as to bring the steel prow 
of the American battleship in juxtaposition 
to the sides of the Pelayo, and in another 
instant she will be launched, with all the 
welght of her 10,288 tons displacement, 
against the ship in which Is centered the 
naval pride of Spain. That blow will end 


at once the fight and Spain’s hopes of win- ~ 


ning in a war with the United States. 


WAR DISPATCHES 


BOUGHT WITH BLOOD 


Crittenden Marriott, the Cuban Correspond- 


ent, Tells of the Perils Newspaper 
Men Meet on the Island. 


During the last two years there have been 
‘Many articles published about Cuba. The 
Spanish, the rebels, the pacificoes, the natu- 
ralized Americans, have all been discussed 
in the fullest detail. But, as far as I am 
aware, the genuine born Americans and 
the newspaper correspondents have been 
totally neglected. The former are very 
few, and the latter, in describing what they 
found in Cuba, whether in their papers 
or, in the magazines, have followed the 
newspaper rule of suppressing their indi- 
Vidualities as far ag possible and letting 
the facts speak for themselves. 

Yet by this method a great deal of very 
interesting information has been suppress- 
ed. Cuba, as a field of war correspondence, 
is totally unlike any other place in the 
World, the so-called “powerful, civilized” 
force being the one that is most anxious 
to suppress the news. while the enemy, 
who is falsely claimed to consist for the 
most part of barbarous negroes, is the 
ne that wishes the whole. truth to be 
known. This reversal of the ordinary cir- 
cumstances develops many curious condi- 
tions, greatly increases the dangers of the 
correspondents, and causes them to adopt 
many subterfuges both in getting their 
news and in sending it out of the coun- 
try. 

On January 20, 1897, the date of my arrival 
in Cuba, the greatest uncertainty prevailed 
@s to the condition of the rebellion. No 
Correspondent had returned from the rebel 
Camp for more than four months. The Span- 
ish press, flushed with triumph over the 
recent death of Antonio Maceo, was filled 
with rumors, and even with circumstantial 
accounts of the sickness, desertion or death 
of Maximo Gomez, the insurgent command- 
€r-in-chief. General Gomez himself, though 
this fact was not known at the time, had 
recently crossed the eastern trocha into 
Santa Clara province, accompanied by 
President Cisneros and his cabinet. Gen- 
eral Weyler had just started on his cam- 
Paign down the island to fight Gomez, if 
alive, and in any event to try to pacify 
Santa Clara. In the United States Secre- 
tary Olney had defied the senate to recog- 
nize the belligerency of the rebels. In a 
word, matters were approaching a crisis. 

Shameless War Correspondents. 

The American press recognized this and 
Made strenuous efforts to find out the truth 
©f the various stories afloat. Up to this 
time the newspaper accounts from Cuba 
had not been of a sort to inspire confi- 
dence. With a few honorable exceptions,

men. Several were adventurers, who had 
been dismissed from all respectable papers, 
but whose identity was not recognized at 
that distance. 

These m2n were utterly shameless and 
sent the most outrageous falsehoods broad- 
cast. They were soon ordered out of the 
island, and moved—mary of them—to Key 
West and Jacksonville, where some still 
keep up the business. They were succeeded 
by a far better class, clever and good de- 
scriptive writers, but men vwho had no ex- 
perience in war corresponderce, and whose 
editors required them to do impossible 
things. The average American editor would 
not have «-xpected one man to interview 
Lincoln, Grant, Lee, Davis and Butler in 
a week, and to go at will between Rich- 
mond and Washirgton during our civil 
war, but he saw nothing unreasonable in 
requesting a man in Cuba to interview 
Gomez, Weyler and Maceo, and get his mat- 
ter in within five days for a _ special 
“spread’”’ on Cuba. Such a dispatch was 
actually sent to a correspondent here. 

Some correspondents who tried to do this 
and similarly impossible things soon got 
into trouble, and were surprised and in- 
dignant over it. All of them have left 
the country before now, some suffering 
with fevers bred by the exposure in the 
swamps; some of them are dead, killed in 
trying to cross the lines; some have been 
expelled from Cuba by the government 
and some have been discharged by their 


papers. One young fellow who had suc- 


ceeded in reaching Gomez, at the imminent 
and constant peril of his life, returned to 
Havana safely, only to find awaiting him 
a letter stating that ‘he had not been heard 
from for two weeks and had consequently 
been struck off the pay roll. 

At about this time, however, our jour- 
nals awoké to the badness of their Cuban 
news and decided to try fresh plans. Dur- 
ing January, most of the papers having 
correspondents in Cuba changed them, send- 
ing to replace them in many cases the best 
men on their staffs; men who for the most 


-part did not speak Spanish and who had 


little war experience, but who had never- 
theless been tried in many different situa- 
tions and were trained for nearly any ser- 
vice that could be exacted. When these 
had fairly gotten to work in Cuba, the 
true situation there was rapidly brought 
out in the United States. Their reports 
were confirmed later, in almost every par- 
ticular, by the consuls and commissioners 
sent to the island, 

On my arrival the New York papers were 
represented by George E. Bryson, Richard 
Harding Davis, Stephen Bonsal, G. B. Rea, 
Sylvester Scovel and T. G. Alvord. Later 
arrivals were Karl Decker, E. M. McCreedy,

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not in Havana. Of these 
seven tried to join Gomez, 
Davis was turned back by a premature 
publication of his intentions: Scovel was 
arrested and had a narrow escape from 
execution; Crosby was killed in Gomez’s 
camp; Decker, Rea, Steep and Dawley were 
the only ones to return unhurt and with- 
out serious trouble, though they all had 
narrow escapes. Of earlier correspondents 
in Cuba, Govin was captured and butcher- 
ed in cold blood, Delgade died in the hos- 
pital and Melton was kept in prison for 
over two years. 

The foregoing will show the dangerous 
character of the Cuban service. The risks 
were by no means confined to the rebel 
correspondents. Nearly every Havana cor- 
respondent was arrested at least once and 
sometimes had considerable trou- 
ble in securing his freedom. 


way. Sometimes there are many days of 
peril befcre this connection can be made. 
However, he may get through by this 
means, if he can find a party to join—not 
an easy thing to do nowadays. 

The other route is the one usually tried, 
and at first it seems easy enough. It is 
quite easy to leave Havana by rail or by 
coast steamer for any place. The police 
do not interfere in the slightest, and a 
stranger can visit every city in Cuba with- 
cut any danger. The police, however, 
search his baggage wherever he leaves 
the train, and confiscate al] clothing that 


would be of use in the field. Unless he is | 


very fortunate in concealing them, he will 
lose his cavalry boots, leggings, water- 
proof, saddlebags and the rest. 

Then, too, when he lands at a city from 
which he expects to reach the insurgents 
he is at once a marked man. I have visited 


of intrigue, and must pay at least $150 for 
one. To go on foot would result in certain 
capture. Only a few persons are ‘now’ al- 
lowed to own horses, the government hav- 
ing confiscated all the rest. 

He cannot leave town except by certain 
designated roads, each of which is defend- 
ed by a fort, at which he will be stopped 
unless he carries a permit from the military 
chief of the town. If he goes by rail to a 
fortified sugar estate (and he cannot go 
without a permit to any except a fortified 
place), he cannot leave that estate without 
permission from the commandante. To get 
such a permit, he must usually be vouched 
for by some resident of the town, must 
pledge himself to return and not to com- 
municate with the rebels. His indorser will 
be held responsible and severely punished 
if he breaks this pledge. There is a ditch 
and a circle of small forts around each 
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If a correspondent or vclunteer insurgent 
goes to Cuba with a filibuster, he stands a 
fair chance of reaching his destination. If 
he goes by any other route his chance is 
very slight unless he has unlimited money. 

In g¢ing as a filibuster he violates, first 
of all, the laws of his own country. He guns 
‘great peril from shipwreck, the filibustering 
craft being small and. likely te encounter 
rough weather. When he lands he finds 
himself in nuch danger from the-Spanish 
troops and ships.

The work of the Ladies’ Hermitage Asso @sentea to the association two cutlasses oi 


ciation, undertaken with a view to restoring 
Andrew Jackson's historic home, is making 

reat progress. While the draperies have 
not been hung nor the carpet laid in the 
general’s room, the preserce there of the 
old-time furniture and the very near poss!i- 
bilities of /its complete restoration, add an 
interest. In the fireplace are the old brass 
andirons and fender and ready laid logs 
for a fire which, however, will probably 
never be lighted. Upon the mantel are the 
brass candlesticks, the two vases made of 
shells and the long mantel mirror that 
stood there for so many years. The replac- 
ing of Mrs. Rachel Jackson's portrait, upon 
which the old heruo’s dying gaze rested, is 
only needed to complete the picture, and 
that will be added from the historical col- 
lection that was in the history building at 
the Centennial. The washstand, with its 
six pieces of china, is already there. The 
bureau has upon it the worn brush sed 
by General Jackson, and the two china 
smelling bottles, fashioned after Chinese 
mandarings, once belonging to Mrs. Rachel 
Jackson, among the few articles cf the 
latter now extant. The wardrobe looks 
much as it did*in its old place fifty years 
ago. 

Long years ago the bed upon which Gen- 
eral Jackson died was lowered by sawing 
off the high legs that made it necessary to 
use steps to get up into it. The legs will 
be restored and also its old-time canopy, 
and in every way the room made to look 
as it did Ahe day “Old Hickory” died, in 
June, 1845y The Sumner county ladies pre- 
sented the association with the steps used 
in the Sumner county room by the Win- 
chester bed. This will go into the room. 

The hall furniture is on its way from Cin- 
cinnati, and will soon be placed. The old 
Jackson sofa, given by Miss Hoffstetter, is 
now in the hall, but will be put in the par- 
lor.

Origin of the Potato. 
From Lippincott’s. 

Potatoes, native to Peru, were discovered | 
by the Spaniards in the neighborhood of 
Quito, where they were cultivated by the 
natives.

LABARATORY iS LARGE ANB COMPLETE 


Care and Conditions of Every Growth 
Are Carefully Delved Into by 
Students. 


Washington, November 27.—(Special Cor- 
réspondence.)—What a hospital is to the 
human race so is the division of vegetable 
physiology and pathology, of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, to the plant kingdom 
of the universe. Here it is that the plant 
life of the world is studied and experi- 
mented with, in order to ascertain 
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this division, and the diseases of the vari- 
ous truck crops, such as watermelons, 
muskmelons, cucumbers, tomatoes, cab 
bages, etc., have been studied during the 
past few years. A bacterial disease of 
cabbage which ig widespreac has been 
etudied especially this year, aid it is our 
earnest hope that by the coming season 
this division will be able to pit into the 
hands of truck farmers a bulletin on the 
subject of this disease, and its treatment, 
which will enable them to avoid it. The 
some thing is true of a severe disease of 
the watermelon, in the south. 

“The department has recently issued a 
bulletin on the subject of diseases of the 
Bermuda lily, which is more commonly 
known as the Haster lily. This plant repre-

cents in the neighborhood of $2,000,000 to 
greenhouse men. The bulbs are all im- 
ported from Bermuda. The department 
has determined that the diseases have 
their main origin in the manner in which 
the bulbs are cultivated in Bermuda; and 
for this reason the health of the lily can 
only be controlled by careful attention to 
the culture and the care of the bulbs. As 
soon as a suitable place can be found in 
which to grow the bulbs, an attempt will 
be made to introduce their culture in the

The Old Record of Brunswick Harbor. 
The outer bar of Brunswick ranked as 
a deep water bar of between twenty-two 
and twenty-three feet at mean high tide 
from earliest knowledge of it to 1879. 
Commodore (then Ifeutenant) Stockton, of 
the navy, so reported to the secretary of 
the navy in 1826. . 
Commodores Claxton, Shubrick and Wool- 
sey, a board to examine all harbors from 
Wilmington to Key West and report ©n 
same as to advantages for a navy yard, 
s0 ‘reported in 1836, recommending that 
Brunswick be chosen.

“This division fs probably the largest or- 


ganization of its kind in the world devoted 


exclusively to the study .of physiology 
of plants and other conditions of plant 
life,” says Mr. Albert F. Wood, of that 
division. ‘“‘We have the main laboratory 
connected with our work located in Wash- 
ington, but we have special laboratories in 
Santa Ana, Cah, to study the diseases of 
piants in the Pacific coast states, which 
are different in many respects frem the 
conditions of plants in any other part 
of the country, owing to the peculiar cli- 
matic conditions of that region. We have 
one of our experts located there constantly, 
and he spends his entire time in studying 
the probabilities of that section. 

‘“‘We have another laboratory, or rather 
one of our men, stationed at present at 
Lincoln, Neb., at the state university, 
studying the diseases and culture cf the 
small grains, such as wheat, oats, rye, etc. 
This man is sent to Lincoln because it is 
centrally located for the great region an 
which these plants are most extensively 
cultivated. 

“For the last six years or more we have 
had two of-our assistants located at Eus- 
tis, Pla., where they have been giving spe- 
cial attention to the study of the cultiva- 
tion and the diseases of the citrus fruits, 
the orange, lemon, lime, pineapple- and 
Other sub-tropical and tropical fruits. 

“It has been the aim of the men sta- 
tioned in these places to study not only 
the diseases and Cultivation of the fruits 
of the respective regions in which they 
are located, but also to study with care 
the conditions and the demands of these 
regions, and the possibility of the intro- 
duction of any new fruits, and to the breed- 
ing of varieties suited to the conditions. 
For example, in California the division has 
been studying the various varieties of 
grapes, and has been breeding warieties 
that are strong enough to resist the dis- 
eases which are common on the Pacific 
coast. The California vine disease is found 
nowhere else in the country, and gjso a 
disease known as colure. = 

“In Florida the division hag been breeding 
new varieties of orange and lemon, with 
special reference to increasing not only the 
high quality of the fruit, but in getting 
trees which will be resistant to rot, blight 
and other diseases. The same thing is be- 
ing done with the pineapple, and in our 
greenhouses in the department grounds 
here we have several patches of pineapple 
seedlings which we are raising, and which 
will be distributed next year. This is the 
first experiment on a large scale that has 
ever been tried, and it has evefy indica- 
tion of success. We hope to obtain from 
these plants some high grade varieties of 
pineapple which will be resistant to some 
of the worst disea&es affecting that crop. 

“The above are simply samples of the 
line of work which the division of vegeta- 
ble physiology and pathology is taking up. 
Plant breeding is being rrie@ on with 
special efforts to obtain a hii h grade com- 
mercially; that is, plants especially suited 
to various climatic soil and other condi- 
tions of the different sections of the coun- 
try. 

“These various lines of work, of course, 
demand especial physiological studics in 
many instances, just as the doctor has to 
6tudy the physiology of man to determine 
a disease In the human body, and these are 
being carried on as far as the time and 
the force of the division permits. 

“Another line of work of this division 
which is of great interest to those engaged 
in the more extensive line of horticultural 
work, such as floriculture, i the: forcing 
of vegetation under glass. The division is 
giving especial attentidbn to investigations 
connected with the feeding of plants and 
also to the diseases of plants grown under 
glass. We have in our greenhouses | num- 
bers of plants that are diseased and ¢éthers 
that are perfectly healthy. and thus we 
can study the difference in the two. In 
this mawsner, underlying facts have been 
determined which should make it possible 
for the progressive grower to avoid many 
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best varieties of products, and making theif 
crops more valuable.’’ 

Professor M. R. Waite an assistant in 
the division of vegetable physiology and 
pathology, who is at the present time en- 
gaged in the investigation and study of the 
Various diseases of the fruit trees of this 
country, in conversation today had the 
following to say of that division: 

“We have an elaborate orchard experi- 
ment station out in Maryland, only a few 
miles from Washington, where we are en- 
deavoring to find out just what fertilizers 
and what ingredients in the fertilizers are 
best adapted to the preduction df healthful 
pear trees. These experiments are carried 
on not only with chemical fertilizers, but 
include green manure, crimson clover and 
cow peas. They also include stable ma- 
nuring and humus obtained from leaf mold 
or weed trash. These experiments have 
now been carried on for a«year, and it is 
planned to continue them for ten years 
longer, so that the trees will be grown and 
brought into bearing under definite lines 
of treatment. 

“The greater portion of the most serious 
diseases of the pear and peach trees, main- 
ly through the efforts of this division with- 
in the last ten years, have been 
brought under control. That is 
to say that some method of 
treating the disease either by spraying 
or cultural methods, or by pruning out the 
diseased parts, has been discovered. We 
have some line of treatment that can be 
applied at a reasonable expense, for nearly 
all of these diseases, and if anybody has 
the money on hand he can grow these 
trees reasonably free from disease. 

“It should be noted that the division of 
vegetaBle physiology and pathology for 
several years past has been making a large 
number of experiments in the study of pear 
blight; the disease which is so destructive 
to the pear, peach, quince and other fruit 
trees. This disease has been investigated 
by two previous investigators, but the 
blight’s live history was not worked out 
until recently by a member of this division. 
The remedy is a very simple one, and pure- 
ly an old one; that is, im cutting out the 
diseased parts of the tree. But the success- 
ful application of the remedy, by cutting 
out the blight, depends on thoroughly un- 
derstanding the method of procedure of the 
disease. The disease is a parasite one, 
Owing to the existence of a minute mi- 
crobe which developes in the bark and kills 
the tissues as far as it extends. The sources 
of contagion in the orchards or the points 
frcm which tthe microbe starts in the spring 
ard spreads from tree to tree, were not 
fully understood. The germs were sup- 
posed to live in the soil, or in marshes or 
in some way got started in the tree, such 
as being blown by the wind. After careful 
investigation, however, it was found that 
the disease holds over im certain branches 
of the trees#where perfectly harmiess 
cascs of the blight appeared the fall before. 
Thus it appears thet the harmless blight 
of the fall before is the source of the in- 
fection for the following year. 

“The intelligent cutting out of these cases 
of old blight enables us to exterminate the 
microbe from the orchard and the exter- 
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mination of the microbe 
prevent the possibility of blight. 
eage is largely governed by the ci | 
of the soil and moisture, and this may 
greatly influence the spreading of the dis- 
ease. But no mattér how favorable the con- 
ditions may be for the blight, if there are 
no microbes there cap be no blight. So this 
is another victory of science over one of 
the worst of all plant diseases. : 

“Another severe plant disease is peach 
yellows. The yellows ofthe peach have 
long been one of the greatest bugbears to 
peach growers. This hag been very careful- 
ly and very thoroughly investigated for 
several years, but is still an open quesijon 
because the remedy for peach yellows has 
not yet been found. Mowever, it is confi- 
dently believed that the mystery surround- 
ing peach yellows will by degrees be work- 
ed out, and it may be given as one of the 
most important lines of work of this di- 
vision for the coming year. 

‘“‘Persons who like ums will 
be interested to know that in the green- 
fiouses of this division are the two largest 
plants of this variety in Washington, and 
very probably in the entire United States. 
The two plants in question are of the same 
size and color, being five feet in height and 
eight feet three inches across. The plants 
are both growing in twelve inch pots, and 
were grown by the division for experi- 
ments. They are of the silver cloud variety 
and have attracted a great deal of atten- 
tion among flower lovers in Washington, 
even now when the city is abloom with 
chrysanthemuma. SMITH D. FRY.

latter becomes dirty. The velvet must not 
be rubbed, merely shaken to and fro 
though the suds. When the water begins 
to coo] throw it away and repeat the same 
process, shredded soap and all, with some 
fresh water, and while you are preparing 


the second lot of lather, hang the dress or. 


material over a clothes line; do not leave 
it in a heap. Repeat the shaking until the 
dress is thoroughly cleansed. Then rinse 
out several times in tepid, and finally in 
cold water. Do not wring it. Stretch it out, 
if in the material, across two clothes lines; 
if a dress. pin it out to its full extent by 
the hem, using for the purpose pins, not 
clothes pegs.

New York, November 27.—Dress the hair 
high by night and low by day is the new 
rule to comb by just now. A well waved and 
pompadoured head still commands admira- 
tion, but there must be no exaggerated 
lifting of hair back from the brow, and 
the pompadour is never worn with a vic- 
torian bonnet.

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‘A NEST AS BIG ASA CITY LOT. 


The Wonderful Mounds Built by 
the Mallee Hens of Australia, 


The mallee hen of Australia lays its eggs 


in a huge nest. The nest is really an arti- 
ficial mound of gigantic proportions for 
the size of its maker, and the purpose it is 
to serve. The artificial mound is a co-ope- 
ration incubator. It is built by many pairs 
of birds, male and female working alike to 
construct it. These same pairs and or 
flocks of birds annually repair and enlarge 
the queer looking cone which rises up lke 


| @ turret dome from the level prairie. 
Sometimes these tunnels attain a height ing 
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of fully fifteen in the perpendicular, with 
a radius of equal measurement. Many of 
these nests have Measured as much as 
50 yards, or 150 feet around their bas>. That 
would give the largest one measured a dia- 
meter of about fifty feet. These mound 
nests are entered through a sort of funnel 
Cavity at the top of the cone, 

The hens of all the building and repatr- 
ing pairs lay in ‘this immense nest. The 
eggs are deposited about six feet below the 
surface. While each hen lays her egg in 
the family mound, no hen drops her egg 


= 


closer than twenty inches of that of her 
neighbor. These eggs are deposited in @ 
cavity made for it wherein it is placed in 
a vertical position, carefully covered, and 
the surface as carefully smoothed over by 
the hen before she quits the nest. Contra- 
ry to the usual practice of the bird and 
fowl species, these mallee hens lay at night 
instead of it the day. Several days elapse 
also between the dropping of two eggs. 

The eggs of the mallee hen are out of all 
proportion to her size. They are as large 
as those of a goose, and of large hens, are 
very -much larger. 

The eggs thus laid and covered in this 
great sand oven in the hot districts are 
never again disturbed by the hens. The 
eggs are hatched by the heat the sun bakes 
into the soil where they lay. It has never 
been known how the young chicks are ex- 
cavated from their egg grave, for the eggs 
are deposited fully six inches below the sur- 
face, and the hardening rains do not aid 
their exit very much. 

The hen is so very shy and vigilant that 
no one is able to study her maternal] and 
domestic habits with satisfaction. As she 
lays her egg at night, and transacts most 
of her affairs in the night watch so that 
no naturalist or curious individual can fer- 
ret her out, possibly ehe steals to her ex- 
pected brood under cover of night also, and 
gives them the parental unearthing which 
they must surely need after the pipping of 
the eggshell. 

Bush naturalists have been curious to 
know how this peculiar fow] builds its nest. 
The birds have been seen working at it, and 
the mounds have been inspected, but the 
piling of the dirt is not from the imme- 
diate vicinity, for that is undisturbed. 
Small springs and the like enter into the 
plastic masonry, which stands storms and 
heavy rains, when they do fall, without se- 
rious injury. 

These huge cones stand for years; to be 
annually nested in by the same flock which 
originally constructed the family incuba- 
tor. When detected the hens emit a piti- 
ful little cackle, and flutter away like a 
wounded innocent. The young of a covey 
either root under the sand or hide behind 
some mound or object of a friendly color.

_it was in Spain that the movement of ma- 
| ¢chinery by steam was first brought under 
| public notice. At Barcelona, in the year 
| 143, a mechanic named Blasco de Garay, 
| after many persistent efforts, succéeded An 


‘| impressing the Emperor Charles V of-Aus- 


tria and I of Spain with the value of his 
/ new invention for driving ships by steam. 
| The trial which took place was considered 
a success by the pubiic, but the chief of the 
royal commission—Ravago, jthe treasurer- 
keeper of the Kingdom—tor Certain sinister 
reasons persuaded the emperor that the 
discovery Was of no practical value, and 
so ruined the hopes of Blasco de Garay. 

Later on, about the beginning of the sev- 
enteenth century, Giovanni Branca, an lital- 
lan, invented a steam engine, and his ma- 
chine is tne first of which “we have any 
description or pictorial record. About this 
Same period, too, France produced a claim- 
ant for the glory of having invented the 
steam engine, and Marion Delorme, in a 
letter to M. de Cinq Mars, dated Paris, 1641, 
gives an account of him in a visit to the Bice 
tre with the marquis of Worcester: “We 
were crossing the court of the madhouse, 
and I, more dead than alive with fright, 
kept close to my companion’s side, when a 
frightful face appeared behind some im- 
mense bars, and a hoarse voice exclaimed: 
‘l am not mad! I am not mad! I have 
made a discovery which would enrich the 
country that adopted it.’ ‘What has he dis- 
covered?’ I asked our guide. ‘Oh,’ he an- 
swered, shrugging his shoulders, ‘something 
trifling “enough: you would never guess it; 
it is the use of steam of boiling water.’ I 
began to laugh. ‘This man,’ continued the 
keeper, ‘is Salomon de Caus; he came from 
Normandy four years ago to present to the 
king a statement of the wonderful effects 
that might be produced from his inven- 
tion. The cardinal sent the madman away 
without Listening to him. Salomon de 
Caus, far from being discouraged, followed 
the cardinal wherever he went with the 
most determined perseverance, who, tired 
to death with his folly, ordered him to be 
' shut up in the Bicetre, where he has now 
been for three years and a half.’ . 

“Lord Worcester was conducted to his 
(De Caus’s) cell, and came back sad and 
thoughtful. ‘He is indeed mad now,’ said 
he. ‘Misfortune and captivity have alien- 
ated his reason, but it is you who have to 
answer for kis madness. When you cast 
him into that cell, you confined the greatest 
genius of the age.’ ”’ Twenty-two years 
after the above incident, in 143, in a work 
| of his called “Century of Inventions,” the 
| marquis of Worcester described a steam ap- 
paratus of his own. Papin followed with 
his invention in 1681. Captain Savery’s en- 
gine for water-raising was made in 1698. 
and in 1712 Thomas Newcomen constructed 
the first gelf-acting steam engine (which 
worked successfully for over a century), 
‘ and with it the age of steam may be said 
to have been inaugurated.

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On a Pheasant Farm. 
From The €hicaga News. 

The enormous number of pheasants which 
are s@pughtered annually in England are 
not all kindly -provided free by nature. 
Throughout the kingdom pheasant farms in 
great numbers raise the birds which are 
destined for the hunter’s gun. 

One typical farm comprises 400 acres, di- 
vided into large paddocks with six-foot 
wire netting. There are over twelve miles 
of this netting on the estate. If not sepa- 
rated by these pens the birds congregate 
in such masses it is impossible ‘to handle 
them. Six or seven thousand pheasants are 
penned on this farm and, as they have to 
be constantly moved from one inclosure to 
the other, one can imagine the labor con- 
nected with the work of breeding them. 
As the pheasant eggs are laid they are re- 
moved and the birds, losing count, as it 
were, will lay forty instead of eighteen 
eggs in a season. These eggs are in great 
demand by owners of shootings end the 
farmers’ wives pack them to.ship, receiv- 
ing $25 for 0. Several thousand eges are 
retained at each farm to replenish the 
stock. The eggs, which are collected twice 
a day, are of a creamy brown color and 
the shells are very thick. They are placed 
in clusters of nineteen in nests and foster- 
mothers “set.” These nests are arranged 
in tiers in a barn. Once a dey the hens 
have to be? forcibly remove otherwise 
they will not stop work for mere food. As 
it would be impossible to tell which hen be- 
longed to a nest if the hundreds were loosed 
at once, each hen is tied to a small stake 
in the ground and the spectacle of several 
hundred hens éating, fighting and taking 
dust baths, each fastened to its stake, is 
amusing. This meal is taken early in the 
morning. 

When the young birds are hatched thev 
are taken to a large meadow in which 
long lanes haye been mown either in the 
grass or clover. Here, at intervals of about 
twenty feet, are placed some 600 coops. To 
these the foster mothers are tethered: their 
experience during the hatching time has 
aceustomed them to the stake and they 
generally settle quietly down with their 
charges. The latter soon make themselves 
at homé, using the long. unmown grass 
for shelter from the midday sun and the 
coop and foster mother for the same pur- 
pose when it rains. Of course, they are 
attentively watched and cherished by the 
birdmen, who reside in the field, and feed 
their charges three or four times a day, 
keeping a watch at the same time on the 
wily jackdaw and the sparrow hawk, both 
birds of prey who are ready to carry off 
the unsuspecting pheasants. These soon 
learn to know their friena& the birdman. 
with his cheery whistle, and will come at 
his call. Nevertheless they are shy and 
wild when a stranger approaches. As they 
grow they begin to exercise their wings by 
mounting the coops. the catchtne nens and 
the trees In the neighborhood, an@ a strict 
watch must now be keovt. for, although the 
whole field is surrounded by wire nettine 
six feet high. some of the young b'rds will 
attempt to escape. and the men may be 
seen every evening drivine them tek. 
About the end of August they are resdv 
for sale and removal to the covert. Here 
they will grow wilder still and when the 
leaves are turning: yellow and the noise of 
the sporting gun its heard in the land they 
will take to their wings and fiv as hich 
and with as much skill as their wild broth- 
ers. The most experienced sportsman ean- 
not tell the difference.
